The Enemies of Fruit. 
The insects destructive to fruits in this 
State are doing greater damage this year than 
ever before. Their ravages are heconjing a 
very serious and alarming matter, not only to 
fruit-growers, but to fruit-consumers as well. 
It is in truth a matter that affects one of the 
heretofore most promising productive indus­ 
tries of the State, and calls for something 
more than a passing notice. California has 
been looming up for the past ten or fifteen 
years as the wonder of the world in fruit­ 
growing, and as the source from whence 
large portions of the world must draw their 
fruit supply. Until within a few years we 
were exempt from all the drawbacks that had 
visited other fruit-producing countries; 
but now that the common fruit-enemies 
have made their appearance among us 
they are increasing so rapidly and making 
such serious inroads upon the amount of fruit 
produced, as to raise serious questions as to 
the future; of the business. 
Large fruit­ 
growers are talking seriously of abandoning 
the apple altogether, to try in this way to 
starve out the codling moth, so that the pear 
may be spared. This proposition is based 
upon the theory that the apple is necessary to 
the continued existence of the moth—that 
wiiile the larva» of the moth does great dam­ 
age to the pear as well as the apple, the insect 
would die out if the apple were not found as a 
breeding harbor. While we believe the apple 
is the more acceptable fruit for the worm to 
hatch out and live in, we believe that a mere 
rooting up er destroying of the apple 
would not save the pear, but that the 
whole destructive energies of the insect would 
be directed to the pear in the absence of the 
apple, and thus both would be destroyed. 
Another proposition is to have all the pears 
and apples stripped from the trees by a gen­ 
eral understanding, and perhaps by a law to 
that effect, for one year—leaving the trees to 
grow one year without fruit. This proposi­ 
tion is made upon the theory that the apples 
and pears are a necessity to the breeding and 
propagation of the worm, and that depriving 
them of food for one year would starve them 
all out and get rid of them until again intro­ 
duced. We have but little doubt that if all 
the pears and apples in the State could 
be destroyed for any one year that 
the worms would thereby be greatly 
reduced in numbers. But does any one 
know that the worm breeds in and lives 
upon no other product besides apples and 
pears ? Would it not be better to study the 
habits of the insect a little more closely before 
entering upon so great a sacrifice as the de­ 
struction of all the apple trees on the one 
hand, or all the apples and pears for one year 
on the other ? One thing is certain, and we 
believe all thoughtful and practical fruit­ 
growers agree on this, that the worms must 
be destroyed, or they will destroy the apples 
and pears. But while the fruit-producers in 
this section of the State are so absorbed in 
the destruction of the codling moth, in other 
sections of the State they are wrestling with 
other equally threatening fruit enemies. 
In San Jose, for instance, the apple scale 
insect is ruining large and valuable 
orchards. At a meeting of the fruit-growers 
of that city a few days since, called especially 
to organize a horticultural society, one gen­ 
tleman said that those who had proposed to 
form a society found their interests menaced 
by destroying insects ; that if the scale bug 
could not be destroyed many large and valu­ 
able orchards would have to be abandoned. 
He thought there should be legislation on 
the subject, and that the county Supervisors 
should be vested with authority to have 
remedial measures adopted and enforced. 
Ia discussing remedies, one gentleman said he 
liad been making experiments. His first 
experiment was an unsuccessful one. He 
«elected one acre of infested trees and used on 
them a wash composed of lime, whale oil, 
kerosene and concentrated lye, but without 
effect. He next made a mixture of gasoline, 
whale oil and lye, and applied it with a 
brush. His neighbors followed the example, 
and wherever this wash was applied the 
scales and bugs disappeared. The propor­ 
tions of the compound were as follows: 
About one can of concentrated lye, one pint 
of gasoline and one pint of oil. The appli­ 
cation was made in June. He said some­ 
thing was needed to cut the scale, and the 
pasuline did this, letting the lye and oil in 
upon the little insects and destroying them, 
la Santa Barbara the olive trees are suffer­ 
ing, and if not cared for will be destroyed by 
a, scale bug peculiar to them. The Secretary 
of the Santa Barbara Horticultural Society 
¡dates that unless the olive trees are looked 
after closely, and washed each year, these in­ 
sects will surely cause their early ruin. The 
remedy found by numerous experiments to 
l a effectual on the olive tree is whale oil 
noapsuds and carbolic acid, applied semi­ 
annually. Old trees nearly mined with these 
1 :ugs h ¿ve been completely renovated and made 
as gaod as new by cutting the stem off at the 
soil and covering the stump with a thick coat 
of whitewash, and then washing the new 
sprouts with suds and acid. The orange is 
also subject to attacks by scale bugs of two 
kinds, the black and the red. The Riverside 
Pres* says these can be killed, and the trees 
preserved, by the use of a wash composed of 
one part of kerosene and forty parts water, 
applied in June and July, when the insects 
are young and the scales tender. Thus, it 
seems, that while our orchards are threat­ 
ened in all parts of the State with one enemy 
or anotl.e*. in no place have these enemies 
appeared any length of time before some one 
interested has found out a remedy and proved 
its efficacy by actual successful exjieriment. 
The codling moth is an old enemj, and many 
remedies have been suggested and tried with 
more or less effect, but to completely get rid 
of it will prove a very difficult mat­ 
ter. 
It 
is 
not 
so easily found 
and cannot be so surely attacked and routed 
as the various kimls of scale-bugs, because it 
is in one stage a flying insect. It can, how­ 
ever, be pretty well kept down by adaptingthe 
remedial work to the habits of the worm, 
by wrapping the stems of orchard trees with 
paper- traps in the spring of the year to pre­ 
vent the worms from ascending, by scraping 
the rough bark from the trees and applying a 
wash of whale-oil, soap and sulphur, and by 
det troying the wormy fruit as it falls from 
the trees and before the worms leave it. We 
do not believe it necessary to resort to so 
radical measures as digging up the apple 
orchards, or destroying for one year all the 
apples and pears in the State. The exhibi­ 
tion to be made at the State Fair in 
September 
of all 
the 
fruit 
insect 
enemies, and the remedies that are 
known for each, is opportune and well 
calculated to waken up a general in­ 
terest in the subject and to spread valuable 
information among the jieople. If those who 
are troubled with old and known fruit pests, 
and th >se who have discovered new ones, 
will forward them to the Secretary of the 
Society at the beginning of the fair, together 
with any information they may have in re­ 
gard to their habits or as to any remedies 


they may have discovered, they will be doirg 
a service to the fruit industry and the State. 
The Arid Region of the United States. 
The report of Major J. W. Powell, in 
charge of the Geological ai.d Geograpioal 
Survey of the Itocky Mountain region, to the 
Secretary of the Interior, and published by 
order of Congress, is a very valuable contri­ 
bution to the knowledge of that part of the 
Lrnited States territory embraced in what is 
termed the “ Arid Region” of the United 
States. This region is bounded generally as 
follows : On the east by the 100th meridian, 
on the west by the Cascade range of moun­ 
tains in Oregon and Sierra Nevada further 
south ; on the north by the British Posses­ 
sions. and on the south by Mexico. This re­ 
gion embraces four-tenths of the whole terri­ 
tory of the United States, Í3 but very 
sparsely peopled, and has in no part of it an 
average rainfall equal to 20 inches, the aver­ 
age generally being considerably less than 
that amount. Experience has shown that 
where the annual rainfall is much less than 
20 inches it is n<jt wise to risk much in the 
way of agriculture without some means of 
artificial irrigation. The exceptions to this 
proposition are where the lands border con­ 
stant-flowing rivers and sipage assists to fur­ 
nish moisture. In all this vast region, em­ 
bracing, as we said before, about four tenths 
of the whole territory of the United States, 
successful agriculture cannot be conducted 
without irrigation. Indeed, only in a very 
small portion of tLis region can agriculture 
be prosecuted at all, because but a small por­ 
tion can be co/ered by water, and this por­ 
tion is along the livers. The high mountain 
regions are too cold for agricultural 
operations, 
and 
these 
elevated 
por­ 
tions are 
covered with 
forests. Be­ 
tween the low, irrigable lands and the 
high timber lands is a wide belt of country— 
hills, valleys and mountain slopes, upon 
which timber will not grow, and which can­ 
not be cultivated because not irrigable, but 
upon which annually grows more or less 
grass of various kinds. This belt must be 
utilized, and now' is utilized to a considerable 
extent as pasture lands. The timber belts 
high upon the mountains of this region will 
always be valuable for timber for mining, for 
budding purposes in the pasture belts and on 
the irrigable sections still lower down. The 
pasture belts can only be valuable in large 
sections, as the product will always be too 
light to sustain much stock on any small area. 
The irrigable belts can only be properly de­ 
veloped by the investment of large capital 
furnished by wealthy individuals, by the 
nnion and co-operation of small owners, and 
a concentration of interests and means with 
which to build irrigation canals and works. 
Major Powell truly and aptly remarks, “ the 
redemption of this arid region involves engi­ 
neering problems requiring for their solution 
the greatest skill.” No other portion of the 
country, and no other people, are so immedi­ 
ately interested in the redemption of this vast 
region and the peopling of the same, as 
the Pacific coast and the people thereof. 
The settlement and development of this coun­ 
try will bring up new questions as to the dis­ 
position of the public lauds, the modes of 
designating boundary lines between private 
owners, the riparian rights on natural streams, 
the diversion of the waters from their natural 
sources, and many other matters of iuterest. 
It is indeed a new and interesting countiy, 
with new and interesting natural conditions, 
the development of w hich will require the ap­ 
plication of new and interesting engineering, 
political and social problems. 


HOT WATF.R. 


River of Boiiing Water, and What 
Correspondent Thinks of It. 


S a n ta B a r b a r a , July 27, 1SS0. 
In California the wonders of nature lie 
all,around us. Some, like the Yosemite, 
have received their just meed of admira­ 
tion ; while others, almost unknown to the 
world, have been seen only by the “ favored 
few ” who love nature well enough to pen­ 
etrate her inmost haunts and wrest from 
her the secrets she coyly hides from eyes 
profane and unappreciative. About twenty 
miles from Santa Barbara, among the 
mountains, is a wonderful place, unknown 
to the world, and almost . to the 
people living so near it, having been 
seen by very few persons, though so full 
of iuterest to the scientists and tourists. 
Near the coast, in this latitude, three 
ranges of mountains approach one another. 
The Sierra, the oldest formation, in isolated 
peaks, with ledges of gold-bearing quartz 
on the western side, and silver on the east­ 
ern ; the San Rafael mountains, geologic­ 
ally of more recent origin ; and the Coast 
Range, the latest formation. It is in the 
middle, or San Rafael Range, that this 
wonder exists. Tourists from the East and 
from Europe rarely fail to visit the so- 
called “ Geyser Region” of California, and 
return to their homes, 
FILLED WITH DELIGHT 
At the little jets of hot water, the puffs of 
steam and the sulphurous odors, which 
furnish sueh material evidence that there 
is a very warm place somewhere. But in 
this San Rafael range, 0,000 feet above the 
sea, there gushes out from the mountain a 
spring of water so large that by its side the 
Geysers seem but the evolutions of a tea­ 
kettle struggling with the development 
theory. 
This water, " 
spreads 
at places, 
forty 
feet 
wide, 
hunters’ dogs, rushing 
sparkling waves, drop dead instantly, and, 
to make the water fit for bathing it must 
cool itself for two miles from its source, 
in the fresh mountain air—even then the 
temperature is almost too high for com­ 
fort. At the point of issue the stream 
gushes forth with a volume of 1,000 inches 
of water, now spreading into a shallow 
striam forty feet in width ; now confined 
by precipitous banks within a narrow, 
swift channel, and again tilling deep, pel­ 
lucid pools, wliich some revolving bowlder 
has carved in the living rock. 
ICE COLD SPRINGS 
Bubble up in all directions and mingle their 
wasted coolness with the fiery flood. Over­ 
hung by its mantle of steam, it courses 
through the most beautiful aud romantic 
scenery. Monntainsummits, risingS,OOOand 
0,000 feet high, meet the heavens around, 
their bare peaks gleaming in the purple and 
amethystine hues of an Italian atmosphere. 
Range upon range of mountain ami hill, ap­ 
proach, recede and melt into the blue dis­ 
tance. Lovely valleys, apparently inaccessi­ 
ble as Rasselas, peep out from the sheltered 
nooks ; the air, full of ozone, is pure and 
life-giving ; there is an abundance of game, 
and, to the genuine hunter, the true griz­ 
zly will not refuse the fraternal hug—just 
to show that “ all the world’s akin,” even 
in the matter of embracing. Is not this a 
spot well worth visiting? dYero I a gen­ 
tleman tourist, with a desire to go a little 
way out of the beaten track, I would cer­ 
tainly climb the hights to this wonderful 
boiling river. Being yet unchristened, I 
will take the liberty, though not ablo to 
break the traditional bottle of champagne 
upon its head, to baptize it from the name 
of my informant, who has explored its 
wonders, the “ River Swift”—a name hav­ 
ing a Dickens-like fitness for the torrent’s 
rapid mountain flight.

A LIVELY LETTER. 


SOME REMINISCENCES ABOUT GENERAL 
HANCOCK AND ARMY OFFICERS. 


Mining Stocks—California Wines in New 
York—Butter’s Claims—Avoiding 
Taxation—Other Matters. 


N ew Y'o r k , July 20, 18S0. 
West Point and the “ regular army, oh ! ” 
appear to be pretty active in promoting 
the interests of General Hancock as a Pres­ 
idential candidate, judging from indications 
in this vicinity. Officers stationed about 
New York harbor, amone whom are sev­ 
eral who served in California prior to the 
civd war, seem to have taken the cue 
from their chief, who, the newspapers 
inform us, uses his headquarters clerical 
staff to write the answers to his political 
correspondence, and are electioneering 
openly for the General. The Times, a day 
or two since, 
contained 
a savage 
attack on General Gibson, commanding 
Fort Wadsworth amLacting President of the 
California Pioneers in this city, because 
the General has been essaying to bring 
into line for Hancock the Mexican War 
Veterans, of whose organization he is abo 
a member. Tne article was hardlj- credit­ 
able to the Times, but then the Times of 
late has not always done credit to its tra­ 
ditions or its party. The majority of army 
officers in the Department belong to the 
old school of what for a better term we 
may call the West Point aristocracy, 
strongly imbued with the principles of 
that institution when it was the favorite 
training school for scions of the proudest 
Southern families, of the days of slavery, 
and the effect of the dominant political 
sentiment of that day and of association 
with the haughty Southrons, lias never been 
entirely effaced from their minds. There is 
no doubt, from all I can hear, that Han­ 
cock belongs to the class whose allegiance to 
the Union was suspected at the beginning 
of the war. He came out boldly enough 
afterward, to his great honor let it be said ; 
but when hostilities begun he was refused 
by the Governor of his own State an ap­ 
pointment to the State militia for which he 
had applied. And, by the way, this was 
while he was stationed in California as a 
Quartermaster of the Sixth United States 
Infantry. 
HANCOCK IN CALIFORNIA. 
It will be remembered by old Califor­ 
nians familiar with army matters at that 
time, that Captaiu Hancock, as he was 
then known, was ordered to California 
in November, 185S, and assigned to 
duty as Quartermaster, in Los An­ 
geles, where the “ secesh ” element 
was stronger and more threatening than in 
any other part of the State. It is remem­ 
bered, too, that not until well along in the 
summer of 1861, after the wonderful up­ 
rising of the North that followed the firing 
upon Sumter and the opening acts of the 
war, did Hancock catch the contagion of 
Northern patriotism and ask to be trans­ 
ferred from that hot-bed of disloyal senti­ 
ment to the active andstirring scenes of the 
war. While in Los Angeles he was as open 
aud avowed an enemy of “ Black Republi­ 
canism,” as the gathering sentiment of the 
North was then called by the Democracy, 
as any fire-eating Southern-born West 
Pointer that afterwards cast in his lot with 
Jeff. Davis. But the noble attitude of his 
native State recalled him to a sense of his 
duty, and he applied for a Colonelcy 
of one of the regiments then being 
raised in Pennsylvania, but only, as 
already stated, to be refused. 
He 
afterward petitioned for active service in 
the East, and a strong influence was 
brought to bear in his favor, which resulted 
in his being ordered to Washington. Here 
he received his appointment of Brigadier- 
General of Volunteers, and was assigned 
to W. B. Smith’s Division, then in Iront 
of Washington. “ Baldy” Smith, as he is 
familiarly known, is the New York Police 
Commissioner, who has been having such 
a fight for reinstatement, and who recently 
made some pretty damaging assertions 
regarding Hancock’s attitude just after the 
last Presidential election. 
But of Han­ 
cock’s record during the rebellion, from 
the time he entered the field, I have yet 
to hear the first disparaging word spoken. 
It isa part aud a glorious part of the na­ 
tional history. 
OFFICERS UNDER HANCOCK WHO SERVED IN 
CALIFORNIA. 
Besides General Gibson, now command­ 
ing at Fort Wadsworth, on Staten Island, 
and who was a Lieutenaut stationed at the 
Presidio, near San Francisco, in 1S50, the 
following are among the officers serving 
under Hancock in the Department of the 
East who were stationed in California in 
very early days. Most of them are gray­ 
haired vetrans now : Colonel John Hamil­ 
ton, in California from ’40 to ’61 ; General 
N. H. Davis, from ’4!) to ’52 ; General 
Richard Arnold, ’51 to ’56 ; General R. B. 
Ayres, '54 to ’56, and Colonel C. J. Sprague, 
Paymaster, a “ forty-niner,” who was a cit­ 
izen of San Francisco until 1861, and served 
there until a few years ago. There are alRO 
Colonel A. C. Wildrick and Major J. R. 
Myrick, now oú dflty at Fort Wadsworth, 
who were in California, the former from 
1S58 to 1865, and the latter from 1851 to 
about 1864. 
And at Fort Hamilton there 
is Colonel E. R. Warner, who was sta­ 
tioned in California from 185!) to 1861. To 
some of your readers whose memories em­ 
brace the early periods referred to above, 
in California, and recall incidents of army 
life in those days, the names may awaken 
some interesting associations. The mili­ 
tary partisans of Hancock arc, as I have 
said, in high feather over his nominatiop. 
I think the army generally rejoices over 
the prospect which it insures of stopping 
the mouths of their Southern opponents, 
arid of heading off schemes of reduction. 
“ They can't do without us ! ” said an old 
army officer to another when they met in a 
hotel saloon on the evening after Hancock's 
nomination. “ Let’s take a drink to Han­ 
cock—the next President and the old army 
forever !” 
CALIFORNIA WINES IN NEW YORK. 
I see by Bonfort's last wine aud liquor 
circular that the quantity of California 
wine landed here during the six months 
ending with June, was 668,266 gallons, 
against S65,198 gallons during tho first half 
of 1876. It is stated that the falling off is 
not due to any abatement in the demand 
for this wine, but to the failure of the Pa­ 
cific Mail Bteamers, which are now its prin­ 
cipal carriers, to furnish transportation for 
all the packages for which they had signed 
bills of lading. There is much complaint 
among tho consignees and others interested 
in the trade at the action of the Mail Com­ 
pany in their freight contracts. The de­ 
maud for California wines is growing in this 
market, and prices are fully sustained. 
An importer informs me that the total 
amount of French, Spanish and German 
wines landed at this port last year was 
2,408,858 gallons, and the aggregate of 
California wines 1,375,578 gallons. During 
the last six months the foreign importation 
was as follows:

Or about 1,310,800 gallons, against 1,­ 
198,580 gallons or thereabouts for the half 
year ending with June, 1879. The in­ 
crease during the last six months has been 
«hiefly in German and Cette wines, though 
there has been a good movement in sher­ 
ries also. The importer from whom I have 
these facts assures me that the prospects 
were never better for the California wine 
trade in the East than at present, if only 
the producers in California will be content 
with ruling prices and not attempt to 
force higher rates. There are half a dozen 
leading houses in this city which deal 
exclusively in California wines. The num­ 


ber of dealers who handle California wines 
is of course very large. California cham- | 
pagne leads the sparkling wines of native : 
manufacture, and is gaining in favor. I 
am told there are only four American 
brands in the market—two manufactured 
in this State and one in St. Louis. At the 
last fair of the American Institute the 
California product took the prize. The 
still wines of your State known to the 
trade here find favor in the following or­ 
der : Red wine, hock, augelica (largely 
used now by whisky distillers to give 
smoothness and the semblance of age to 
Bourbon), port aud sherry. 
PACIFIC MAIL’S FLIGHT. 
Pacific Mail stock took a tremendous up­ 
ward hound last week, going about 28 
miles up the Hudson river to the little 
village of Nyack, where, in a frame huild- 
ing not much larger than the first office of 
your pioneer newspaper, the Placer Times. 
(long since deceased), it hangs out its sign, 
a cheap tin one, advertising this as the 
office of tho company. Such a movement 
in its stock was never known before, and 
it promises to be a pioneer movement for a 
good many of our rich insurauce, bauk and 
trust companies, which, it is said, will fol­ 
low them. How is this for a cummer exo­ 
dus ? Readers at a distance will begin to 
believe us when we talk ahout its being 
pretty hot here. The Pacific Mail people 
say it was hot for them to the tuue of 
about thirty-five hundred thousand dollars 
as the assessed value of their taxable 
property here, and by the change they 
have reduced the ten perature to a valua­ 
tion of only one million as the amount on 
which they w ill have to pay taxes. The 
public who pay their taxes honestly was 
beginning to get up a feeling of virtuous 
indiguation at the evasion by Pacific Mail, 
when it was whispered around that Tax 
Commissioner Andrews had said the com­ 
pany did only what it had a perfect right 
to do, and this has set people thinking how 
they can avoid having their properties 
rated for taxation here by opening business 
offices in the country. Look out for a 
lively movement out of town by our busi­ 
ness firms and corporations before the sum­ 
mer is over. 
MINING STOCKS. 
Among the deadest of dead works just 
at present are our mining stock exchanges. 
A door-nail is nothing to them for dcad- 
ness. Most of the brokers are off on their 
vacation, with no need to hurry hack. 
Latham has gone to Europe aud Geo. Rob­ 
erts to Colorado. The latter is expected hack 
in September, with his “ pocket full of 
rocks,” literally speaking, and his friends 
promise that an immense impetus will then 
he given to certain Colorado stocks. There 
are some curious stories afloat iu regard to 
the manipulation of some of the mining 
securities of that State iu this market 
not very creditable to the parties 
engaged in the business. For instance : 
One of the most promising “ properties” 
on the market last spring was Chrysolite. 
A very conservative Californian mining 
expert, standing very high as an authority 
iu mining matters here, was very active in 
placing this stock. It was said to be pay­ 
ing monthly dividends, and was quoted at 
19 and 20 last month. 
Through the 
representations of the mining expert 
aforesaid, 
a 
good mauy gentlemen 
who never 
dabble in 
speculative 
securities were confidentially induced to 
buy. The stock has been declining steadily 
for two or three days past. It has gone 
down day by day until this afternoon it 
touched 7j. The* mining expert has gone 
to Europe. If I am not much mistaken, 
the example of the Chrysolite failure will 
make it pretty difficult to sell mining 
stocks in this market on the confidence 
plan and under guarantees of conservatism 
and respectability hereafter. During the 
past three week» Hukill, another famous 
Colorado stock, has declined from 185 to 
to 120; Little Chief has gone down from 
10:j to 7, and Little 1’ittshurg from 5j' to 3|.

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ACCOUNT OF THE 
JESUITS 
EXPULSION 
IN PARIS. 
OF THE 


Remarkable Scenes In the Houses oí the 
Fraternity and In the Streets 
of the City—Etc. 


P a r is, July 5, 1830. 
Not since the Middle Ages has a sight 
so curious been w ituessed as that which 
took place throughout France the 29th of 
last mouth. Over ninety days had been 
accorded to the Jesuits, not occupied iu 
instruction, to disband ; hut not one of 
them stirred, and they intimated that they 
would yield only to force. At Bourges, 
at Bordeaux, Grenoble, Vais, Lille, Cler­ 
mont, Pan, Lyon, Paris, Versailles aud, in 
fact, in ail the principal cities throughout 
the different departments of F'ranee, the 
same ceremony took place from five to six 
o’clock in the morning; there Were the 
same resistances, the same firmness on the 
part of the officials, and the Bainc mutiny 
or indifference of the crowd. The descrip­ 
tion of that which passed at Paris may 
serve for all the other cities, as the differ­ 
ent dispatches received are hut repetitions 
of the same ceremouy. The sun had hut 
risen when nearly three hundred persons 
were stationed before the dwelling of the 
Jesuits, rue de Sevres, among whom were 
a number of newspaper reporters. When 
the magistrates arrived they were received 
with cries of “ Vive lee Jesuits/” to which 
was responded by others in the crowd by 
“ Vive la Jiepublique /” This 
Ho u se o f t h e je s u it s 
Is situated in old Paris, aud is almost op­ 
posite to that establishment well-known to 
all Americans who have visited Paris, and 
to many who have never been to Europe—the 
famous Bon Marche. In front of the house, 
on the other side of the street, is a large 
square with shaded walks, which would 
permit the gathering of a great concourse 
* people opposite! the house.

S po n ta n eo u s I g n it io n .— Attention has 
recently been called to some peculiar cases 
of spontaneous ignition of hydrogen in air, 
the phenomenon having been noticed, it 
seems, in factories where quantities of zinc 
were being dissolved in hydrochloric acid 
for the preparation of zinc chloride. Vio­ 
lent explosious took place when no flame 
was near, and it was eventualy that the 
gas took tire spontaneously. It is thought 
to be caused by fragments of very porous 
zinc, which when lifted above the surface 
of the liquid during the violent evolution 
of the gas, and so. brought into contact 
with hydrogen and air, act just as spongy 
platinum would do under the circum­ 
stances. The performance of such opera­ 
tions in the open air is recommended. 
The ignition can be shown, according to 
M. Hoffman, by treating a few kilo­ 
grammes of finely divided zinc with 
acid; the zinc dust, he says, may even 
ignite by contact with water.

dwelling is an old building, its walls 
covered with plaster, aud stands out into 
the street without the conventional high 
walls ; the only thing to distinguish it from 
its neighbors is the entrance to the chapel, 
which is through a high arch. The unpre­ 
tentious appearance of this building is 
nothing unusual with monastaries through­ 
out France ; the exterior is always forlorn 
and uninviting, and a broken window here 
and there adds to its desolation. There is 
nothing to rejoice the eye, and the passer­ 
by Bighs with compassion at the thought 
of 
human 
beings 
passing 
a 
life 
so monotonous within. But one must 3ee 
the reverse of the medal, for the rear part 
of these houses open on to magnificent gar­ 
dens and parks, gardens filled with choice 
fruits and vegetables aud rare plants ; it is 
a little paradise with a great cellar tilled 
with line wines. The Jesuits have had the 
misiortuue to be little loved even by other 
religious orders, and so noted are they for 
revolting against the authority of tiie Gov­ 
ernment under which they have lived that 
this is the forty-third time in history they 
have been expelled. They have been ban­ 
ished from all civilized countries since from 
Saragossa, in 1555, to Russia, in 1S23, in­ 
cluding Valtelline, Portugal, Duchy of 
Parma, Holland and even from China and 
Japan. However, that which might he 
considered proper for munarohial France to 
do is certainly 
AN ACT OF INCONSISTENCY 
On the part of republican France. Many 
who have no particular admiration for the 
Jesuits have on this occasion manifested 
considerable syiiipathy for them, so natural 
is it to defend the oppressed. 
That 
the Government has made a faux 
pas in the direction, it privately ac­ 
knowledges ; hut it had already gone so 
far that it could not, consistent with its 
owr. dignity, arrest its steps. The house 
on the rue Sevres will hereafter possess an 
historical interest, and although the mem­ 
orable scene took place last Tuesday, a 
crowd constantly stands around it with 
expectant Uoks, as though waiting for the 
plastered walls to protest in turn. It was 
just twenty minutes past 4 o’clock in the 
morning when the magistrates, Messrs. 
Clement and Dulac, rang the bell at the 
door. A small wicket window was opened 
and they were asked what they wanted ; 
the reply was : 
“ OPEN IN THE NAME OF THE L.AW.” 
The door was opened, but the magistrates 
found themselves in front of another door, 
closed and double locked. The probability 
of sueh a difficulty liad been foreseen, and 
they had taken the precaution of bringing 
a locksmith \fith them. The locksmith, 
by order of the Commissaire de Police, 
tried to open the door, hut not being able 
to succeed, order was given him to break 
the lock. At each blow of the hammer 
which fell upon the door a Mr. de Ravignan 
w as heard to cry out, “ Locksmith, do 
not obey; I am the proprietor of this es­ 
tablishment, and know you that according 
to law you are responsible for the violation 
of domicile which you are about to com­ 
mit ?" Notwithstanding, the hammer con­ 
tinued to fall on the lock, which at last 
yielded. On passing through this second 
door the magistrates found themselves in 
the presence of the different editors of some 
of the reactionary Journals of Paris, the 
Gazette- ele France, the Oaulois and the 
Figaro, who had penetrated into the vesti­ 
bule. Mr. Clement very politely begged 
these^geutlemen to retire, but as they re­ 
fused to go out, he summoned them three 
times, after which the gens-d armes were 
charged with expelling these refractory en­ 
thusiasts, Messrs. Clement and Dulac, 
followed by their agents, penetrated into 
the court. The decree of the Prefect de 
Police was then read in the presence of the 
Superior of the house, the pere Titot. 
When the reading was finished Mr. Clem­ 
ent waited for an answer, hut the pere 
Titot remained motionless ; then Mr. de 
Ravignan, who was behind him, de­ 
clared that he would not answer to 
summons such 
as 
had 
just been 
made; that there was first a ques­ 
tion of proprietorship, and that the 
proprietors of real estate protested by the 
mouth of Mi. de Ravignan, their Presi­ 
dent. Besides, these peres were old, and 
it was early in the day to expel them ; 
when he was answered that they had been 
allowed three months to prepare for a less 
early departure. 
A proces verbal was 
drawn up aud Mr. de Ravignan wished 
again to interfere, hut Mr. Dulac informed 
him that their business was not with him ; 
whereupon ho finally desisted. 
While 
these events were taking place in the inte­ 
rior, things to be regretted occurred on 
the outside. The magistrates had allowed 
two or three reactionary journalists to fol­ 
low them, at which the republican journal­ 
ists protested with much energy. 
The 
agents, perceiving a disturbance-, made a 
plunge into the crowd, and one of the 
republican journalists was a little roughly 
handled, and the other arrested. A num­ 
ber of the Senators and Deputies of the 
Right had beforehand entered the house of 
the Jesuits to aid in their protestation, 
and, if possible, create 
EMBARASSMENT FOR THE AUTHORITIES, 
And escort their banished friends. One 
of these gentlemen arrived too late, and, 
wishing to enter the house in spite of all 
prohibitions, he created quite a scene, and 
was silenced only on the authorities threat­ 
ening to arrest him. The magistrates 
found each priest shut np in his cell, and at 
each door they were obliged to knock sue-, 
cessively. “ Who are you?” each one 
asked. 
“ We are the commissaries de 
police.” “ W hat do you want?” “ We 
have come to expel you.” “ I am in my 
own house. Y'on violate my domicile. I 
shall yield only to force.” The Bame 
formality was gone through with at each 


door, and to each priest a decree of expul­ 
sion was read. Then, after persistent re­ 
fusal to obey, two agents were called who, 
placing a band under the arm of the 
refractory priest, led him down the steps 
and conducted him into the street. Each 
priest was followed by one, two or three 
members of the Right—their friends. This 
ceremony took a long time to perform, 
and as each priest arrived in the street 
there arose murmurs from a portion of the 
crowd. They were looked upou as perse­ 
cuted martyrs, aud their defenders in the 
Senate and the Chambers knelt dow n on 
tne sidewalk and humbly kissed the gowns 
of these reverend fathers as though they 
were sanctified saints. Tne ceremony was 
an imposing one, aud that w hich w as most 
striking was the energy aud promptness 
with which ail the officers and soldiers 
performed their task, although to them a 
most disagreeable one, for these priests are 
to them the representatives ol their re­ 
ligion. The crowd, as was hoped they 
would by the euemics of the republic, 
made no effort to delend tluse reverend 
fathers, and, aside from 
PROTESTATIONS, 
Coming chiefly from women, curiosity 
seemed to he the only thing wh.ch had 
brought them together. Among the Jesu­ 
its were found a Russian and an English­ 
man ; the magistrates not knowiug exactly 
what to do with these, sent for Mr. Au- 
driuux, the Prefect of Folice, w ho began by 
having the line of policemen extended lar 
hack, so that each priest on coming out 
would not be reached by the devotees who 
desired to kiss the hem of his garment; he 
then ordered the foreigners expelled, as 
were the others. No one was left iu the 
establishment hut au old priest of 77 years, 
a biiud priest and three domestics. On 
the second story the commissairts de po­ 
lice discovered a small chapel whose exist­ 
ence had been kept secret, and it was 
believed that it had been prepared in ease 
the lathers found an opportunity of re­ 
turning tor the evening service, lor the 
seals had been placed on the door of the 
large chapel. The seals were placed on 
this chapel also. As the magistrates pro­ 
ceeded m their work they were often in­ 
sulted by the friends of the Jesuits, who 
followed in their footsteps, and so great 
was the clamor of mauy that they were 
arrested, among the number being former 
prefects and reactionary journalists. One of 
them w ent so lar as to tear the capote of a 
guardian of the peace. Ahout S o’clock 
two ladies, with their prayer books, came 
to protest. One cried : 
“ LONG LIVE THE JESUITS ! 
Down with the Communists !” Police agents 
approached the ladies to invite them to 
cease their seditious cries, when they were 
surrounded by the crowd. “ Arrest the 
women now since you are iu the business I” 
cried some one, and the agents were threat­ 
ened in their turn. The lady continued : 
“ If all the women had as much courage 
as we they would gather on this spot aud 
protest with us against the infamy of 
which the fathers are the victims I” 
“ Bravo, madam ! Bravo !’ was answ ered 
by the crowd, and a great round of ap­ 
plause was given. An editor of the Gazette 
de France approached her aud said : “ Your 
Dame, Madame, if you please, that we may 
print it in large letters in our journal.” 
“ The Countess X 
.” And the Count­ 
ess, suddenly taken with trembling, burst 
into tears and fainted away. The other 
lady, also a Countess, displayed ardor only 
in ministering to her exalted companion. 
It was 9 o’clock in the morning when the 
last Jesuit wa3 led into the street and the 
door closed. In tho afternoon Mr. An- 
drieux, Prefect of Police, received a visit 
from the Director of the Jesuits, who in­ 
formed him that in the chapel on which 
the seals had last been placed the holy 
sacrament was exposed, and in order to 
keep up the light, as the Catholic ceremony 
requires, the chapel would have to be 
opened, and as Mr. Andrieux certainly did 
not wish to attack.religion itself, he begged 
the privilege of carrying the host to the 
St. Sulpice Church. Mr. Andrieux con­ 
sented, and went to superintend the taking 
off of the seals. In the mean time infor­ 
mation was given, and all the ardent 
CatholicB of Paris had collected around 
the dwelling, iu the street leading to St. 
Sulpice and on the numerous large steps of 
the church. 
FLOWERS WERE SCATTERED 
All aloBg the steps, and hundreds of 
women knelt there iu prayer, awaiting the 
arrival of the sacrament. 
When Mr. 
Andrieux saw this great concourse of peo­ 
ple he felt apprehensive for the public 
order, and informed the Director of the 
Jesuits that he could not consent to the 
procession intended, and that he could not 
take the sacrament away. At length the 
Directoi informed the Prefect of Police 
that there existed another small chapel in 
the building ’which had not been dis­ 
covered, aud so the sacrament was carried 
there. After all it was a curious sight the 
conducting of the Jesuits into the street 
between gens-d’armes, the same ceremony 
taking place the same hour throughout the 
whole of France. The amnesty bill as 
voted by the 
Chambers 
was 
re­ 
jected by the Senate on Saturday 
last, and the amendment of Bozerain was 
carried by a majority of five votes. 
This amendment if accepted by the 
Chamber would cause considerable em- 
harassment to the Government and give no 
satisfaction to those in favor of amnesty. 
The defeat of the hill is entirely imputed 
to Jules Simon, who, on quitting the ros­ 
trum after making an anti liberal speech, 
was warmly congratulated by de Broglie. 
This same Duke de Broglie, who, after 
aiding Marechal McMahon iu the attempted 
coup d’etat of the famous seize Mai, kicked 
Jules Simon out of the hack door of the 
Ministry. Victor Hugo, on this occasion, 
made a magnificent speech—a speech such 
as a poet aud prophet must make. He 
ended by saying : “ Let me terminate by 
this souvenir. Thirty or forty years ago I 
first appeared at the F’rench tribune—at 
this tribune. God permitted my first 
words to be for the onward march, and for 
truth. He permits to-day that these—the 
last, if I thiuk of my age, which I shall 
perhaps pronounce—may be for clemency 
aud justice.” They say that if nothing is 
done for amnesty before the fete of the 
14th, there will in all probability be an 
uprising of the people. God forbid ! for 
their sakes.

Tee ancients con­ 
sidered the navigation of the strait as 
highly dangerous, hut modern navigators 
find it compaiatively easy to avoid Scylla 
without falling into Charybdis.

The code of 1650 of the General Court of 
Connecticut provided as follows : “ To- 
backo.—Forasmuch as’ it is oberved that 
many abuses are crept in, and committed, 
by frequent taking of tobacco, it is ordered 
by the authority of this Courtc, That no 
person under the age of twenty-one years, 
nor any other, that hath not already ac­ 
customed himself to the use thereof, shall 
take any tohaeko, until hee hath brought a 
certificate under the hands of some who are 
approved for knowledge aud skill in pliisick, 
that it is usefull for him, and aliso, that he 
hath received a lycense from the Courte for 
the same.—And for the regulating of those, 
who either by theire former taking it, 
have, to theire cwne apprehensions, made 
it necessary to them, or uppon due advice, 
are pursuaded to the use thereof. It is or­ 
dered, That no man within this colonye, 
after the publication hereof, shall take any 
tobacko, publiquely, in the streett, high- 
wayes or any bame yardes, or uppon train­ 
ing dayes, in any open places, under the 
penalty of sixpence for each offense against 
this order, iu any the perticulars thereof, 
to bee paid without gainesaying, uppon 
conviction, by the testimony of one wit­ 
ness, that is without just exception, before 
any one magistrate. And the constables 
in the several townes are required to make 
presentment to each perticular Courte, of 
such as they doe understand, and can 
evict to bee transgressors of this order.” 


While a couple were being married in 
Preston Church the other morning, the 
mother of the young lady, who was under 
age, rushed into the church and forbade 
the wedding. The minister at once stopped 
the service, and though the bridegroom 
had just pronounced the words, “ With 
this ring I thee wed,” declared that no 
legal marriage had taken place.

Eeceipts for tiia Season 
T om ato C a tso p .—Take one bushel of 
firm, rip# tomatoes—the Fiji Island, known 
by their pink or purple color, and the 
"Trophy,” aro the best and richest varie­ 
ties for catsup and canning—wipe them off 
nicely with a damp cloth, cut out the cores 
and put them in a porcelain-lined iron ket­ 
tle, or a genuine bell me'al one. I’lace 
over the fire and pour over them about 
three pints of water ; throw in two large 
handfuls of peach leaves, wfth ten or 
twelve onions or shallots, cut fine. Boil 
until the tomatoes are done (which 
will take about two hours), then Btrain 
through a cearse-mesh Bieve; pour the 
liquid back again into the boilii g kettle, 
aad add half a gallon of good, strong 
cider vinegar. Have ready two ounces- 
of ground spice, two ounces of ground 
black pepper, two ounces of mustard 
(either ground or in the seed as you prefer), 
one ounoe ground cloves, two grated nut­ 
megs, two pounds light brown sugar, and 
one piut of salt ; mix thf se ingredients 
well together before putting in the boiler ; 
then boil two hours, stirring continually to 
prevent burning. If your like your catsup 
“ hot,” add cayenne paper to your taste. 
When cool, till you bottles (reeded bottles 
are the nicest, they can be procured at the 
bouse furnisher's, and a set will last some 
time ; they look better than ones of all 
Bizes and styles). Cork and seal with bot- 
tle-wax so as to exclude the air. 
Keep in 
a cool, dry place for future use. The above^ 
recipe is the one we prefer to all others— 
it has been used in our family for years. 
It keeps well, and has been pronounced by 
competent judges superior to all others.

Brandibd P eaches.—To every pound 
of peeled peaches add one pound of 6ugar 
aud one gill of white brandy ; make a 
syrup of line sugar, add onty- enough water 
to dissolve it, let It come to a boil, then 
put the fruit in and let it boil five minutes; 
remove the fruit cartfully, then let the 
syrup boil fifteen or twenty minutes 
longer, until it thickens ; add the brandy 
and take the kettle from the fire ; pour 
the hot syrup over the fruit and seal at 
once. If, after the peaches have been re­ 
moved, a reddish liquor oozes from them, 
drain this off before adding the clear 
syrup. Put up in glass jars that have been 
lolled in hot water. The peaches should 
not be over-ripe. 
A h E xcellent P lum P u d d in g.— One 
pound of beef su et shredded tine, three- 
quarters ot a pound of grated stale bread, 
three-quarters of a pound of raisins stoned, 
and the sam e q u an tity of dried currants 
w ashed and picked, tw o ounces of grated 
blanched alm onds, ten eggs beaten as for 
cake, th ree-quarters of a pound of w hite 
sugar, a w ine-glassful of brandy and a glass 
of w ine, halt a nutm eg, aud a q u arter of a 
pound of sliced citron. Boil four hours, 
la boiling th e pudding should be packed 
w ell into the m old (w hich should be scalded 
and floured) or tied t g h t in a cloth, not 
leaving room to Bwell as in case of a p u d ­ 
ding m ade w ith flour. 
B e h r t F p d d is c .— O ne p in t of m ilk ; 
tw o eggs, w ell Ik aten ; a very littie e a lt; 
one-fourth teaspoonful toda ; one-half t> a- 
epoonful cream ta r ta r ; slow ly add flour 
enough to m ake a th ick b a tte r ; at last add 
one p in t of any kind of berries, w ell 
sprinkled w ith flo u r; boil one hour in a 
w ell b u ttered m old, or, it" you have no 
m old, a floured cloth w ill do ; after the 
pudding has boiled h ard for oue hour, re­ 
m ove it from tho pot and dip it quickly 
iuto cold w ater, aud as quickly tu ru it o u t; 
th is w ill prevent stieh iu g ; serve a t once, 
for it soon becom es heavy. 
Damson Cusk.sk. — Wet the bottom of 
the preserving pan, to keep it from burn 
ing, and put in tbs damsons, which will 
require an hour to boil to a pulp ; they 
must then be beaten through a coarse 
sieve. To every pound of pulp allow 
three-quarters of a pound of sugar ; put the 
pulp and the sugar together into a preserv- 
mg pan, let them simmer gently for about 
an hour, aad then boil quickly for half an 
hour. The kernels may be introduced, 
which will add to the flavor. 
R u sk s.— B eat eleven eggs, m ix them 
w ith half a p iu t of new m ilk in w hich one- 
fourth pound of b u tte r has been m elted. 
A dd one-fourth pound each of yeast aud 
sugar ; then p u t gradually as m uch flour 
as w ill m ake a light paste nearly as th in as 
b a tte r ; le t it rise, before half an hour add 
m ore flour to m ake it stiffer, w ork it w ell 
and divide into Bm ali loaves about five 
inches w ide and flatten ; w hen sufficiently 
lig h t p u t them in the oven to bake. 
S t e w ED P b ak s — One dozen large pears, 
one pound of w hite sugar, th in rind of 0110 
lem on, ten w hole oloves. one pinch of pre­ 
pared cochineal to color. C ut th e pears iu 
halves and core them ; p u t them in an enam ­ 
eled saucepan, w ith « a er enough to cover 
them aad the other ingredients ; let them 
stew gently till done ; arrange them neatly 
on a dish, strain th e syrup, let it reduce on 
th e fire, th en pour it over the j ears. 
Ic ed A m .E S. — P are aud core one dozen 
large app u s ; till w ith sugar, m ix w ith a 
little b u tte r and cinnam on, or n u tm e g ; 
bake till nearly dore. Cool, and, if possi 
ble w ithout breaking, p u t tho apples on 
ano th er dish. If not possible, pour off the 
juice ; have som e icing prepared ; lay it on 
th e top and rides, and set it into the oven 
a few m ii-utcs to brow n slightly. -Serve 
w ith cream . 
S a ck r k r a u t.— T ake a nice piece of 
pork, tw o pounds to one q u a rt of sauer­ 
k ra u t ; w ash th e pork and cover it w ith 
boiling w ater, and boil one hour ; th en 
tak e your sauer-krant, [tress all th e w ater 
from it, aud place it around th e pork, and 
boil another hour. W hen done serve the 
[>ork and cabbage in separate dishes, w ith 
m ashed potatoes. 
G in o b r S n ap s.— P u t 
tw o 
cups 
of 
m olasses and one of b u tte r in a tin pan 
a a d boil five m inutes, th en let it co o l; d is­ 
solve tw o teaspoonfuls of socia in w arm 
w ater, aud pour into the m olasses and b u t­ 
ter, then add tw o teaspoonfuls of ginger, 
one of cinnam on, Hoar eu ju g h to roll. Roll 
very thin. 
B a k ed T o m ato es.—O ne dozen large ripie 
tom atoes, finely grated broad crum bs, sea­ 
soned w ith pepper, salt and b u tter. C ut 
each tom ato across. F ill each half w ith 
crum bs w ith a piece of b u tte r on the top. 
P u t them in a dish, w hich m ust be w ell 
b u ttered .

R ick M u ffin s.— O ne p in t of rice, one- 
fourth pound of b u tter, mx eggs, one pint 
sw eet milk, flour to make stiff batter.

C u ra tiv e Uses o f C h a rc o a l.— The 
value of charcoal for other purposes than 
fuel is hardly understood by the public. 
WTien laid flat, while cold, on a burn, it 
causes the pain to abate immediately ; by 
leaving it on for an hour the burn seems 
healed when the wound is superficial. 
Tainted m at, surrounded with it, is sweet­ 
ened. Strewn over heaps of decomposed 
pelts or over dead animals, charcoal pre­ 
vents any unpleasaut odor. Foul water is 
pnritied by it. It is a great disinfectant, 
and sweetens offensive air if placed in 
shallow trays around apartments. It is so 
very porous that it absorbs and condenses 
gases rapidlj’. One cubic inch of fresh 
charcoal will absorb nearly 100 inches of 
giseous ammonia. Charcoal forms an ex­ 
cellent poultice for malignaut wounds and 
sores. In case3 of what is called proud 
flesh it is invaluable. It gives no disagree­ 
able odor, corrodes no metal, hurts no 
texture, injures no color, is a simple and 
safe sweetener and disinfectant. A tea­ 
spoonful of charcoal in half a glass of wa- j 
ter often relieves a sick headache. It ab- i 
sorbs the gases aud relieves the distended i 
stomach, pressing against the nerves which 
extend from the stomach to the head.

FEEAES OF FASHION. 


Lace fraises and jabots arc extremely 
popular for dressing the neck, aud are 
worn almost to the exclusion of collars. 
j 
Japanese and Chinese designs are the 
new figures in cotton gicilieone, a soil ¡ 
glossy fabric much resembling silk. 
Greek bands arc worn in the hair, Gre­ 
cian aprons are fashionable, and the Grecian 
style of hairdressing is adopted by the very 
few to whom it is becoming. 
Fine linen handkerchiefs are made with 
colored borders of washing silk to match 
the dress, the more expensive ones having 
pleated frills of India muslin embroidered 
on the edges with colored silk floss. 
The newest card cases are in mother-of 
pearl, with rounded corners, and flowers 
and monograms in incrustrations aud gilt. 
Very handsome pearl brooches and ear- i 
rings carved in cameo heads, with settings ! 
of fine gold, and pearl-handled fans with i 
antique mountings of imitation gems are j 
also exhibited. 
Shawl costumes still grow in popularity, j 
They are usua'ly made from old - fashioned i 
China crape or Paisley shawls. If a whole ; 
suit is detired India cashmere the color of ! 
the center is combined with it, or, if pre­ 
ferred, the shawl simply forms the basque ! 
and overdress aud is draped over a velvet j 
underskirt. 
Large silver buttons with Japanese fig- 
urea carved on them, cup-shaped gilt but­ 
tons, set with bronze, fancy buttons of 
Rhine pebbles, cut jet buttons specked 
with white polka dots, and enameled 
mother-of-pearl buttons shaped and tinted 
to resemble hearstease, pinks, snow-drups, 
daisies, etc., are among the novel styles. 
Shirred sleeves are again fashionable for 
summer dresses; others are made with 
puffs at the shoulder and tho old-fashioned 
deep rutilo at the elbow. Another style 
has the sleeves slashed in several places 
from the shoulder to the elbow, and 
V-shaped puffs of silk, satin or velvet are 
inserted. No style can take the place, 
however, of the graceful coat sleeve so 
long worn. 
BeltB of silk or satin in the Oriental de­ 
signs are more fashionable this summer 
than tho9e of leather or velvet. These belts 
are fastened with agraffes of oxidized sil­ 
ver, or jewelled enamel in the mediaeval 
style. Attached to these belts are small 
flat bags of like material, with plain satin 
puffings around the sides, and in the center 
of a rosette of lace is placed a satin bow, 
a tiny bunch of flowers, or a small orna­ 
ment of silver or jeweled enameL 
W orth is using a great dt al of bengaline 
in his latest productions. This material is 
softer and finer than sicilienDe, and drapes j 
most gracefully. He frequently chooses 
the brightest colors when using this fabric, 
combining them with rich small patterned , 
black satin brocade, which bo faces with 
the bengaline. He is also using for trim­ 
ming purposes some very elegant gimps 
and cords of Chinese designs. Hungarian 
spikts, girdles and pendants, amber beaded 
aud heavily jetted passementeries, in fein 
and oak leaf patterns, are seen upon many 
of his richest promenade aud reception 
dresses. 
The bandanna handkerchief suits make 
very pretty and showy costumes, aud 
promite to be very popular if they do 
not become too common. They aro par­ 
ticularly becoming to brunettes. Brightly- 
hucd fabrics are worn this season at the 
watering-places. Great care needs to be 
taken in the midst of so much wealth of 
color aud style to select materials and 
patterns which shall not only please the 
eye of the purchaser but shall suit the in­ 
dividual face and figure. Very few women 
in our own country, where the taste is in­ 
finitely better than in England and Ger­ 
many, have the same gift of hajipy selec­ 
tion that the Parisians so intuitively 
possess. 
Cherry, anplo aud peaab blossoms, often 
in small sprays, boughs of hawthorn, reeds, 
ragged-sailors, cat-tails, small sunflowers, 
chrysanthemums, hare bells, four-o’clocks 
and seaweed, together w ith etrange-looking 
insects, are seen upon many of the Paris 
honnets. Near the bmn of a Japanese 
straw hat of eccentric shape is placed a 
cluster of blackberries and leaves, under­ 
neath which small bows of cardinal ratin 
ribbon faced with old gold are loopeL 
Over this clusters an almost invisible crown 
of delicate, white lace in the exact pattern 
of a spider’s web. A yellow-girdled slider 
reposes near the center of the web, and 
liesidc him, entangled in the silken meshes, 
lies lua victim, a _gennine fly, which had 
apparently “ walked into the parlor” of bis 
spidership and met bis doom. 
Small capes are worn this season with 
every Btyle of dress, from the richest bro­ 
caded satin de Lyon to the most inexpen­ 
sive dress of wash matorial. A new [ at­ 
torn from Paris is shown which is a pretty 
deviation from the ordinary style, the cape 
forming a sort of basque at the hack, which 
falls into the figure and is held iu place by 
means of an inner string fastened at the 
sides. Elbow capes of lace and jet, or 
chenille, are greatly in favor, as are shoul­ 
der capes of Spanish lace in black or white. 
Fichus of India mull, edged with embroi­ 
dered frills, are laid over the corsage in 
soft folds, and fastened at the side with a 
spray of flowers, giving a pretty Quaker- 
like effect to the dress. In Paris they are 
wearing white silk or cashmere capes, cov­ 
ered w ith the most exquisite hand embroi­ 
dery and lined with cardinal, sky-blue, 
heliotrope or old gold satin. These capes 
are finished by a double border of white 
marabout feathers. Occasionally they are 
slashed up the back and laced with white 
silk cord.

W ith a courage which I can’t too highly 
commend, ashoored the people that so 
long as he hed power here they should 
never agin be deprived uv em. In Texas 
affairs are going on ez well ez cood be ex­ 
pected. The Gineral’s order for hoidin 
eleckshuns gives gineral satisfacshun to 
our frends. The elecshuna are to be held 
only at couuty scats, wich, owin to the 
size uv the counties, will probably prevent 
a great many of the niggers from attendiu. 
Then when a jedge uv elecshun can’t sit,

W ith an ardent desire to avoid distress in 
that State next winter, both fur themsehcs 
and the colored populashun, hev wisely de­ 
termined that the niggers shell work 
whether or no, aril in sich a way az to 
make their work profitable. They are go­ 
ing to form labor leagues, the object of 
which is to extract from the nigger the 
labor that is layjn dormant into him, at 
about $12 per month fur able-bodied nig­ 
gers du In the workin season, deductin 
board and so forth fur their families ; and, 
further, that no oue will employ a nigger 
from another naborhood onless lie kin show 
permishun from his last employer. They 
hev other rools for the proper regulashun 
uv this perverse people wich iz hardly 
worth mcnsLuuin, but probably it would 
be as well. 
One is that if the wages uv the nigger is 
more than eat up by tho family expenses 
the nigger shell work it out the next sea- 
Bon, and that the supplies upon which they 
live shell lie furnished by the employer 
unon such terms as a committee uv employ­ 
ers in each deestrick shell agree. 
To prevent mismanagement uv the soil 
by these undeveloped inteloks, and to en- 
shoor their acceptance of these laws, it is 
olso a part uv the league that no land be 
leased or sold to any one uv Afrikau blood, 
and that ez much uv the wages ez the 
employer considers proper he retained in 
his hands.. 
They accept the situashun and acknowl­ 
edge the biudin force uv emausipashun, 
but they must regulate labor themselves. 
It is that by living faithful to these regu- 
lashuris cheap cotton kin be agin prodoosed 
in Texas. Ef this Legislatur iz elected, ez 
we hope it will be, tliiz code will he made 
a law, and thank the Lord emansipaahun 
wont mean nothing in Texas cept a change 
uv name. 
I wood suggest that you, to 
wunst, take 
THR LAST ORDER OF GEN. HANCOCK 
And make it the suhjeck uv a messige to 
Congriss. Detale in full the General’s 
talk here, and add to it ez only yoo kin. 
Tell Congiiss the Gineral is agoin to make 
tho law the rool uv bis conduck, and that 
he proposes to uphold the corts and civil 
authorities ; and he will only yoos his mil­ 
itary to these ends agin the niggers. Sring 
in here suthin’ to the effeck that American 
liberty (which, in this country, isa pekool- 
yer variety of the artikle) is still an in­ 
heritance uv the white people, and shall 
alius he.

TEE "TANGLEH’S " PARADISE OF CHA 


NEVES WHISTLE LIVELY I USES IS A 
COAL SHAFT. 
[Corbondale Cor. Sr. Louis Republican.] 
Miners, especially those who have come 
from foreign countries aud representa past 
generation of their class, are given to many 
superstitious fears. The younger miners— 
those born in this country, and who have 
grown up under the influence of its en­ 
lightening institutions—do not, as a gen­ 
eral thing, share in this superstitious 
belief, although some of them place as 
muchimportanceon “ signs” and “ omens” 
of good aud evil as do their more ignorant 
ancestors. Among the superstitions cher­ 
ished by the miners is that of whistling in 
a mine. To whistle iu a mine is considered 
an evd omen. Miners never whistle while 
at work. Sometimes they sing while toil­ 
ing in the dark, damp, narrow chamber of 
the mines, hundreds of feet below the sur­ 
face, but never loudly, and only plaiutive 
folk-songs .and ballads that have been 
crooned over the cradles of generations of 
their class. It is a singular fact that, 
despite the peril that constantly besets him 
in the mine, the coal miner is always cheer­ 
ful amid it all. Let one who may visit a 
mine but whistle while among the work­ 
men, and the cheerfulness he has noticed 
as characterizing them will be gone at 
once. Most all old miners believe that a 
“ GOOD-LUCK SPIRIT” 
Lurks in every mine, and at the sound of 
whistling it flies and leaves the miners at 
the mercy of the spirit of evil. If ill be­ 
falls any of the workmen that day the 
believers in tho superstition ascribe its 
cause entirely to the frightening away of 
the good luck spirit by the fatal whistle. 
In 1810 there was a great mine disaster at 
this place. Several miners were buried iu 
one of the Delaware and- Hudson Canal 
Company’s mines by a sudden caving in of 
the roof. Although the cause of the cav­ 
ing was known to have been a lack of 
proper support by pillara and timbers, at 
least one old miner, a survivor of the dis­ 
aster still living here, has always main­ 
tained, aud still maintains, that it was 
caused by a “ dare-devil” miner named 
Jack Richards whistling in the mine while 
working with his gang, against the pro­ 
tests of his com railes. Richards was a 
skeptical young Welshman, who ridiculed 
all the superstitions of his fellow workmen. 
With the old miner mentioned above and 
fifteen others he was working iu the mine, 
a mile from the entrance, on the day of the 
catastrophe. Tlje mine was well known to 
bo scantily propped, and the miners were 
"robbing” it preparatory to its abandon­ 
ment. lie is described as having been a 
merry feilow, fond of teasing liis com­ 
panions. On thiB occasion he suddenly 
laid down hip pick aud announced to h¡B 
fellow workmen that he intended to 
“ whistle them lip the ‘ Rigs o’ Barley.’” 
THE MINERS WERE AGHAST 
At the thought of Richards thus flying iu 
the face of mine luck, and they begged ot 
him not to eha^e t;.e good luck ¡¡pirit away. 
He laughed at their fears, and with clear, 
loud notes made the chamber ring u ith the 
lively Scotch air. Not content with that, 
says the old miner, shuddering at this day 
over the sacrilegious temerity of the merry 
Welshman, he rattled cff a jig known by 
the miners as “ The Devil Among the 
Tailors,” and ended by telling the good- 
luek spirit to “ take a dance to that, and 
be blowed to it.” None of the miners 
could speak for some time. Some of them 
tried to work again, but the fear of disaster 
was so strong upon them that they all made 
preparations to quit the mine. The old 
miner who recalls this incident, says he had 
a brother and a son working in another 
part of the mine, and he made up his mind 
to go to them, tell them,of Jack Richards’ 
foolhardiness, warn them of its conse­ 
quences and escape with them from the 
mine. Jack Richards could not convince 
any of them of the childishness of their 
intended course. 
Suddeuly, while they 
were gathering up their tools, & noise like 
the sound of distant thunder came to the 
ears of the agitated miners. 
They knew 
too well what the sound presaged. The 
roof was “ working,” and a cave-iu threat­ 
ened. 
The miners tinned to Jack and 
charged him with bringing disaster upon 
them by his defiance of tbe good-lnck 
SPIRIT OP TIIE MINE. 
Jack replied that if the roof was falling it 
was because of insufficient support, aud 
not because of his whistling, and knowing 
the danger that encompassed them all, he 
counseled his comrades to lose no time in 
“ getting atop.” But before they coultl 
take the first step toward reaching the sur­ 
face a second shock ran through the mine. 
This time it was like a clap of thunder 
near tho earth 
It was followed by a crash 
that could be made only by the falliug 
masses of rock and coal trom the roof, aud 
by a gust of w ind that hurled the miners 
against the jagged walls of their chamber. 
Then the mine fell iu all about them, and 
the seventeen miners and tl.e car horse 
were imprisoned behind a wall of failen 
coal, in a space not more than forty feet 
square. The lights were extinguished, and 
there was not a match in the party. With 
death awaiting them in one of its worst 
forms, they cursed Jack Richards, and one 
of the miners tried to find him in the dark 
to brain hitn with a pick. To ascertain 
whether any of the gang hail been killed 
by the falling coal, the name of each one 
w as called by one of the miners. All re­ 
sponded except Jack Richards. He was 
found dead, half buned beneath tbe wall 
of rock and coal. The men worked for 
hours, many of them working the tt?sh 
from their fingers in the sharp coal. Some 
of them lost all heart, and threw them­ 
selves upon the damp floor of 
THEIR UNDERGROUND PRISON 
And bewailed their fate. Suddenly a ray 
of light broke through a small opening in 
the avail. Then a lantern was pushed, fol­ 
lowed by a man’s head. The mau cried 
o u t: “ Is there a mau here that ia alive ?” 
A glad shout from the miners was the re­ 
ply. The man pulled himself through the 
opening into the chamber. It was Alexan­ 
der Boyden, the superintendent. He took 
the dead body of Jack Richards on his 
back aud led the way, and two hours aft­ 
erward the miners were id the anns of 
wives, parents and sweethearts on top. 
Richards had no relatives but a crippled 
sister, who was dying with consumption. 
She died the next day. The brother and 
son of the narrator of this tragic incident 
and twelve other miners were never found. 
Three .days after the fall, Mine Bass Hosie, 
who had been in a distant part of the mine 
when the roof caved in, emerged from its 
depths, worn to a skeleton. W ith his pick 
he had dug his way for more than a mile 
through an almost solid wall, without a 
taste of food or a drop of water to sustain 
him. This mine tragedy forms one of the 
favorite narratives of the old miners of 
this region, and after relating it to inqnir- 
ing visitors they never fail to warn them 
not to whistle if they intend going down in

Je w ish L o n g e v ity .—Some remarkable 
statistics have lately been published con­ 
cerning the Jews. It ap'pears from the 
most careful German estimates that there 
are twelve millions of this race in the 
world, or one Hebrew to one hundred and 
sixteen of all mankind. Iu Frankfort the 
comparative longevity of Christians and 
Jews was as follows: One-fourth of all 
Christians born died in seven years ; the 
same proportion of Jews lived above 
twenty-eight years. One-half of the Chris­ 
tians died in thirty-six years and a half; 
of the Jews one-half lived more than 
fifty-three years. The remaining fourth 
of the Christians were dead at sixty years, 
and of the Jews not till seventy-one years. 
In Prussia forty-four per cent, of the 
Christians lived to be fourteen years old 
anil fifty per cent, of tbe Jews. Twelve 
per cent, of the Christians endured till 
their twentieth year, but twenty per cent, 
of tbe Jews. In 100,000 of the Christian 
population there were 143 deaths and only 
eighty-nine deaths among the same number 
of Jews. Long life is in the Jewish faith 
their evidence of the Divine approval. 
These satistics prove, so far as they go, 
that they have it, more than the Christians 
around them. Or else they prove that 
Christians are not as faithful t« the laws of 
life as the Hebrews. A difference of one- 
fourth aud more in tbe average duration 
of existence is certainly remarkable. Is it 
not actually true that Jewish children are 
better brought up and cared for than the 
children of Christian populations ? 


T u b H ig h t o f T id e s.—The hight of 
tides is augmented by converging coast 
liues. As laid down by Bacho, tiie eastern 
coast of North America has a great “ south­ 
ern bay,” between Florida aud Capo Hat- 
teras, a “ middle bay,” betw een Hatteras 
and Nantucket, and an “ eastern bay” 
north of Nantucket; and, while the tide is 
one to one and one-halt feet at southern 
Florida, two feet at Cape Hatteras, and 
only one foot at southeastern Nantucket, 
the hight is seven feet within the “ south­ 
ern bay ” at Savannah, rive feet in the 
“ middle bay ” near New York, and ten 
feet in the “ eastern bay” at Boston. In 
the narrow Bay of Fundy it reaches forty- 
feet, aud sometimes seventy feet at the 
spring tides.

REASONS FOR ANTICIPATING THE SUC­ 
CESS OF THE REPUBLICAN TICKET. 


THE CANDAHAR DISASTER. 


T he British Government is making des­ 
perate efforts to reinforce the Indian army, 
•and not w ithout cause. 
The receDt disas- 
t e i at Candahar has evidently thrilled 
through India already, and has created a 
feeling of instability which the removal of 
the regular Indian garrisons to Afghanistan 
is sure to increase. 
India has for some 
■time been in a far more unsettled condition 
■than the authorities have been willing to 
Admit. 
The steady growth of formidable 
armies in the pay of the tributary and 
independent princes has been noted with 
grave misgivings by more than one compe­ 
te n t observer, and the succession of bad 
seasons, famines and epidemics has demor­ 
alized large populations and made them 
restless and disposed to be turbulent. 
W hether, indeed, Russian agents have, as 
is sometimes alleged, been concerned in 
fomenting 
disaffection 
in 
India, 
does 
not appear 
clearly, but 
there 
is 
no 
doubt that Muscovite influence has had 
much to do with the British difficulties in 
Afghanistan. 
I t will now be necessary 
to hasten forward all the troops that can 
be spared from India, and their places must 
be 
taken 
by 
the 
detachments 
now 
being dispatched from England. 
The in­ 
fliction of a speedy vengeance upon Ayoob 
Khan is one of the first necessities of the 
situation, and every resource of the Indian 
Government must be strained to the u t­ 
most to put a sufficient force in the field 
w ith as little delay as possible. 
In such a 
case speed is one of the most vital factors, 
and the impossibility of reinforcing the 
Indian army quickly from the home depots 
is the most serious embarrassment the 
G overnm ent has to contend with. 


THE ATALANTA. 


An English vessel 
has 
reached St. 
Johns, N. B., from Plym outh, England, 
w ith a figurehead of a wrecked vessel 
which she picked up on her way, and this 
figurehead is said to be that of the miss­ 
ing trainiDg-ship Atalanta. I t is described 
as being attached to a portion of the stem 
which bears the marks of a violent collision 
or shock. 
All the iron bolts connected 
w ith it are twisted and bent, and its ap­ 
pearance indicates that the vessel to which 
-it belonged either ran into an iceberg, or 
was run into by some other ship. 
I t is 
probable that this discovery sets at rest 
th e question of the fate of the Atalanta. 
She must have gone down suddenly in 
mid-ocean from tho effects of a tremendous 
•hock of some kind, and probably none of 
her crew had the least opportunity of 
saving themselves, or of giving any in­ 
tim ation to the world of what had befallen 
(bom, 


W hoever will trace back the political 
history of the past tw enty years will per­ 
ceive th at the judgments of the majority of 
the nation have throughout th at period been 
controlled largely by pervading distrust of 
the purposes of the Democratic party. 
So 
long as the Republican party conducted 
itself circumspectly, and exhibited a con­ 
scientious concern for the interests of the 
commonwealth, so long was it impossible 
for the Democrats to obtain the confidence, 
or even the ear, of the people. 
The neces­ 
sity of maintaining the party in power 
which had carried forward the war of the 
rebellion to a successful issue, and which 
was committed to a faithful enforcement 
of all the principles involved in th at con­ 
test, was recognized steadily, and as stead­ 
ily acted upon. 
By degrees, however, a 
change of view came over a portion of 
the voting public. 
The Reconstruction 
measures, from which so much had been 
expected, proved failures. 
W e now see 
that this failure was inevitable, for th at 
the whole post-rehellion Southern policy 
was a calamitous 
mistake, which has 
vitiated national politics ever since. 
The 
truth is that a t the collapse of the rebellion 
statesmanship was wanting on the Repub­ 
lican side. 
The attem pt to replace the 
South in the Union, with all its original 
rights, privileges and immunities, and to 
resume the relations which had been severed 
by the appeal to arms, was fatally im­ 
practical and unsound. 
I t was a policy 
adopted in deference to a sentimental de­ 
sire for the maintenance of the make- 
believe of an unaltered Union of States. 
Stern fact3 had already shattered that 
dream. 
It was no longer possible 
to 
have the old voluntary federation of States. 
An attem pt bad been made to dissolve that 
federation. 
I t had been resisted. And the 
secessionists had been coerced into aband­ 
oning their scheme. The South was in fact 
a conquered country. 
I t had yielded to 
force, but it was none the more convinced 
of its error. To adm it these States to their 
original relations again, therefore, was to 
ignore the inevitable results of humiliation, 
chagrin, anger and vindictiveness, which 
had been growing steadily all through the 
South for five years, and to expect from the 
Southern people a submission to law and a 
respect for Northern political doctrines al­ 
together unreasonable. 
Add to this the 
natural effect of attem pting at once to sup­ 
press Southern sentiment, and to restore 
the old condition of things, and Carpet- 
baggism was unavoidable. 
I t grew out of 
the initial blunder, and was really but a 
fresh illustration of the lolly of all attem pts 
to govern a country on theory, w ithout re­ 
gard to the actual condition of it. Carpet- 
baggism, however, afforded 
the 
South 
ground for new complaint, and served as a 
justification for the perpetuation of those 
feelings of ill will to the N orth which must 
have survived in any event. 
I t is clear 
enough now th at the South, after the col­ 
lapse of the rebellion, ought to have been 
put under military territorial government 
for some time. It was conquered country, 
and it should have been so regarded and 
treated. 
H ad th a t been done the negroes 
would have been gradually accustomed 
to freedom ; education could have been 
diffused among them steadily and judici­ 
ously ; the impossibility of oppressing them 
would nave familiarized the Southern whites 
with the new social conditions ; and when 
it was thought time to remove the military 
government, the whole region would have 
been prepared to return to more independ­ 
ent institutions harmoniously and without 
evil designs. 
Tho mistake, however, was 
made, and from it have flowed nearly all 
the difficulties which the country has since 
experienced. Carpet-baggers disgusted the 
independent element, and fretted the South 
almost to frenzy. 
Still, the Democracy 
were too little trusted to profit by the 
growing decline of confidence in the Repub­ 
licans. 
It was not until G rant’s Eecond 
administration, when scandals crowded one 
anotjier, when whisky rings, Indian rings, 
W ashington rings, local rings, all sorts of 
rings, appeared to be swarming around the 
Treasury, and the Government was more 
occupied in defending detected defaulters 
than in guarding the public interest, that 
the resentment at this tide of corruption 
overcame the rooted suspicion of Demo­ 
cratic fidelity. 
In 1874, however, the 
independent vote did take a new departure, 
and as a result the Republican banners 
were everywhere trailed in the mire. 
The 
last part of G rant’s second administration 
was marked by a succession of reverses and 
rebukes, and it was not until Hayes had 
been nominated, and his letter of accept­ 
ance had revived confidence to some extent, 
that the downward tendency was checked. 
The turning point was reached then, how­ 
ever, and ever since the movement has 
been the other way. 


The first acts of the new Administration 
disappointed the independent 
element. 
They had become convinced th at civil 
service reform was necessary. 
They had 
been led to expect a great deal from Mr. 
Hayes’ letter. 
And they found th at the 
new President appeared 
indisposed to 
stand firmly for the cause of reform. 
Nevertheless, it was soon apparent that 
very 
considerable 
reforms 
had 
been 
brought about. 
The old scandals ceased to 
be heard of, and no new ones took their 
places. 
Corruption among Government 
employes was no longer the theme of 
criticism. 
Rings were not heard of any 
more. 
The business of the country was 
performed expeditiously, economically, and 
honestly, and the machinery worked as 
smoothly as eould be expected. 
On the 
other hand the Democrats had, through 
the action of the independent voters, been 
afforded an opportunity to show w hat they 
were disposed to do. 
For a long time they 
had had the easy task of criticising their 
opponents. 
Now they were perm itted to 
formulate a policy themselves. As soon as 
they felt power they began to justify the 
popular distrust which had kept them so 
long out of office. 
A t once the Southern 
element of the party forced its way to the 
front 
A t once the spoils element every­ 
where assumed control. At once the party 
developed a policy which it has ever since 
persisted in, and the leading features of 
which are, paralysis of the Federal army, 
disfranchisement of the 
negro, a clean 
sweep in all the offices, the unlocking of 
the Treasury for the rehabilitation of the 
South. 
If 
there 
has 
been anything 
more in the Democratic policy we have 
failed to recognize it. 
On the im portant 
currency question the party has been all 
things to all men, and though it has some­ 
times made profession of regard for honest 
money, it has always, as now in Maine, 


been ready to ally itself w ith repudiators 
and cheats and mischievous fools of all 
kinds whatever. 
Now this response of 
the Democrats to the invitation th6 inde­ 
pendents had given them tended still fur­ 
ther to check the Democratic reaction 
which the scandals of G rant’s second ad­ 
ministration had given rise to. 
I t was per­ 
ceived th at if there was any hope of reform 
in the Republican party it would be safer to 
trust that organization than one which was 
evidently not less weak in its loyalty than 
in its regard for honest and efficient govern­ 
ment. 
The Democrats had abused their 
opportunity, and had revived the old dis­ 
tru st of them, and a t the same tim6 the 
South was making it plain th at Carpet- 
baggism did not wholly account for its 
former restiveness and disaffection. 
For 
Carpet-baggism had been eliminated, and 
still Southern abuses flourished. 
They 
not only flourished, but with Democratic 
domination they increased. 
The negro 
vote was suppressed. 
Rifle and Saber 
Clubs, K uklux and W hite Leaguers, Red- 
Shirt Clubs and other coercive organiza­ 
tions, completely destroyed the freedom of 
the individual, and the ten Southern States 
came to be so thoroughly Mexicanized that 
men scarcely regarded them any more as 
belonging to the Union. 


Thus the reaction against the Republican 
party was checked by two distinct influ­ 
ences : the failure of the Democracy to act 
up to its pledges ; and the return of the 
Republicans themselves to purer methods 
and practices. 
And these tendencies are 
in operation now, and will control the 
Presidential election this year. 
In fact no 
change has occurred which can justify or 
produce any alteration in the alignment of 
parties. 
The Democracy is still as much 
open to suspicion as ever. 
Its reliance on 
a solid South is indeed the mosi uncon­ 
cealed admission of its own depravity that 
a party could make. 
Its whole course in 
Congress has been opposed to the true in­ 
terests of the country. 
It has suffered 
itself to be governed by its Southern ele­ 
ments and its spoils elements. 
Its intelli­ 
gent and loyal minority is constantly 
overborne and silenced by the majority. 
It has no guarantees for the future to offer. 
Its record is consistently bad from begin­ 
ning to end. 
Its interests are all opposed 
to the preservation of the fruits of the 
war. 
It has shown its readiness to commit 
itself to th at Southern policy which aims 
at a complete nullification of every meas­ 
ure enforced by the N orth or passed for 
the protection of the newly enfranchised 
negro. 
There is nothing in the history or 
methods of such a party to inspire confi­ 
dence, and the independent voters who 
really rule the country have neither motive 
nor inclination for changing their prefer­ 
ences. 
In fact they have no reliance but 
in the Republican party. 
W hatever mis­ 
takes or offenses,that organization has been 
guilty of, it is at least apparent that 
it includes 
whatever 
reform 
impulses 
at present exist 
in politics. 
No man 
can seriously assert th at the Democrats 
are possible reformers. 
As Mr. Schurz 
said in his Indianapolis speech, if their 
leaders should announce a genuine reform 
movement to-morrow, the probability is 
that 
the 
party would dissolve. 
The 
Democracy cannot so much as contemplate 
reform, for much of its strength is derived 
from a class which has no interest in poli­ 
tics bat th at which arises from the hope of 
spoils. 
The solution of the Southern prob­ 
lem clearly cannot come from them, for 
the Southern Democrats have no idea of 
perm itting the establishment of democratic 
institutions in their section, and therefore 
reliance upon such leaders would only re­ 
sult in Mexicanizing the whole country. 
Again, it is plain that upon the mainten­ 
ance of sound currency doctrines depends 
the material prosperity of the county, and 
while it is true th a t' the Republicans have 
been divided on this question in the past, 
it is evident th at they are rapidly elimina­ 
ting financial heresies, and th at the Demo­ 
crats are as rapidly absorbing them. 
The 
Republicans in fact represent whatever 
progress and reform and sound principles 
are to be found in politics and finance at 
present. 
For these reasons, and because 
nothing can possibly change the facts we 
have here called attention to, we hold that 
tho success of the Republican party in No­ 
vember may be predicted with confidence, 
and that in the nature of things the same 
elements and considerations and influences 
which have thus far existed to keep the 
full control of the Government out of the 
hands of the Democracy, must maintain 
th at condition of things in the future, at 
least until some tangible proof is given, 
first, that the Republican party has ceased 
to be trustw orthy, second, that the Demo­ 
cratic party has become deserving of confi­ 
dence. 


A GEEAT WASTE. 


A correspondent of the Carson Appeal 
writing from Glenbrook, on Lake Tahoe, 
gives a description of the extensive timber­ 
ing operations being conducted in the hills 
beyond th at place. 
The wood thus cut 
down is almost all used in timbering the 
Comstock mines. 
The tim bers are sent 
down a flume and sawed at Glenbrook, 
and the waste lumber is burned on the 
spot. 
It is to this last-mentioned fact 
th at we wish to call attention. 
The A p ­ 
peal correspondent says that about fifty 
cords a day aro thus consumed, and that 
the company which owns the mills would 
be very glad to give away the material to 
anyone who would remove it. 
Allowing 
for fifty-two non-working days in the year, 
it appears th at not less than 15,650 cords 
of wood are burned to waste in this manner, 
simply because there is no immediate use 
for it. 
The wood so burned is not mere 
refuse, but capable of being worked into 
a variety of forms. 
The correspondent 
whom wo have quoted remarks : “ I t seems 
“ strange th at some enterprising man does 
“ not take the wood for sashes and mould- 
“ ings, and it is a reflection that is contin- 
“ ually forced upon one th at this great fire 
“ is kept np during the summer when no 
“ one wants it, while in the w inter in Car- 
“ son the poor are freezing.” 
There is ev­ 
idently enongh wood burned to waste at 
Glenbrook to supply the poor of a whole 
district for the winter. 
If it could only be 
carried w ithin reach of a population it could 
be sold for firewood. 
One would think 
th at a m arket for some of it might be 
fonnd at Truckee, or th at it could even bé 
brought there by wagons and sent down 
the railroad. 
I t is very certain, however, 
th at Mesara. Yerington A Bliss are burn­ 
ing up w hat ought to be a valuable rev­ 
enue, and th at it could be utilized by 
■ the expenditure of a little judgm ent and en­ 
terprise. 


THE STOET OF THE LEFBVRE-SHRODER 
CASE 


The account of this case as brought out 
in the preliminary examination presents 
some features so remarkable and perplex­ 
ing as to separate it from all similar occur­ 
rences. 
I t appears from the testimony of 
Dr. Stebbins, the father of Mrs. Shroder, 
th at that unhappy woman confessed a 
criminal intimacy w ith Dr. Lefevre, six 
weeks before the killing of the latter. 
Upon learning this the ideas ot Dr. Steb­ 
bins appear to have been very curiously 
directed. 
His first thought seems to have 
been th at Lefevre might bring in a bill for 
his services in dentistry. 
He testified as 
follows : “ I asked Edward (Shroder) if 
“ Lefevre had a bill against him ; if he 
“ probably had ; if he ever paid him auy 
“ money. 
I said on the top of this wrong 
1‘ and insult he may propose to offer you a 
“ bill for dentistry, ignoring entirely the 
“ wrong Up has committed on you, and 
“ using the bill to face down the wrong.” 
And so he took Shroder with him to 
Lefevre’s office, and compelled Lefevre to 
give him a receipted bill, for no consider­ 
ation then passing, by informing him that 
if he did not do so he (Dr. Stebbins) would 
blow out his brains. 
W e confess th at we 
are quite unable to perceive the bearing 
of this 
extraordinary 
procedure 
upon 
the 
alleged 
wrong 
done 
to Shroder, 
yet it 
is 
evident th at 
Dr. 
Stebbins 
regarded it as in some sense a necessary 
precaution to procure a receipt in full of 
all demands from Lefevre. W hy he should 
have apprehended the “ facing down ” of 
the alleged wrong with a bill for den­ 
tistry ; 
how Lefevre, if guilty of the 
wrong, could have faced down the wrong 
such a way ; or how the forcing of a 
receipt from him without the payment of 
the bill could have been regarded as tend­ 
ing to reduce the situation to a more satis­ 
factory condition, are questions which we 
find it utterly impossible to answer. 
Dr. 
Stebbins evidently did not realize th a t in 
forging a man to give a receipt w ithout 
consideration he was violating the law and 
placing himself in an embarrassing posi­ 
tion. 
This oversight can easily be under­ 
stood when his agitation is taken into 
account. 
But why he should have desired 
th at receipt, or w hat he could have feared 
in case it was not obtained, are puzzles 
which no amount of reflection serves to 
throw any light upon. 
The whole inci­ 
dent of the receipt, in fact, is one of the 
most curious and bewildering we have ever 
encountered in a criminal case, and it gives 
a peculiar oddity to the otherwise grim 
and lamentable story. 


THE CAMPAIGN 
aT THE 
SOUTH. 


The Nation thinks that the idea of a 
vigorous Republican campaign at the South 
is a good one, but doubts w hether it 
would 
be possible 
to 
devise 
argu­ 
ments 
for it. 
W hether 
the 
Nation 
means to imply 
that 
Southern audi­ 
ences would not listen to any argum ents 
which offended them, does not appear very 
clearly, tfht th at is certainly the mo6t 
probable difficulty to be anticipated. 
In 
fact it remains to be demonstrated that 
Southern audiences will permit Republican 
speakers to address meetings at all. 
In 
the large cities it is possible th at some for­ 
bearance might be exercised, but in the 
country 
districts 
it 
is very doubtful 
w hether anything of the kind would be 
thought of. 
We, however, do uot agree 
with the Nation that it would be very 
difficult to find topics to address South­ 
ern Republicans upon. 
It must be taken 
for 
granted 
that 
the 
latter 
believe 
in the main doctrines of the party, namely, 
national unity, a free ballot, honest money, 
and so forth. 
If the audiences in the 
South will not listen to these doctrines 
they would not listen to any, and if they 
refused to hear Republicans expound these 
doctrines it would be because they were 
themselves opposed to Republicanism. 
It, 
therefore, comes to this, that if Repu blican 
meetings are possible at all in the South, 
they are as possible as in the N orth, and 
th at 
if 
they 
are 
not 
possible 
at 
the South it is because there is no dis­ 
position there to tolerate free discussion. 
But the fact th at it is the duty of the Re­ 
publican National Committee to make the 
campaign in the South is not affected by 
any such consideration. 
W hatever the re­ 
ception accorded to Republican speakers in 
that region, they ought to go down there. 
The Southern and Northern Democratic press 
has denied tho existence of intim idation at 
the South, and has alleged that discussion 
is free there. 
It is not difficult to settle 
that question, but it can only be settled 
effectually by experiment. 
Let prominent 
Northern Republicans be sent down South, 
and let them be announced to speak all 
through that section during the campaign. 
If they are not molested the fact will help 
the Democrats somewhat, though their 
arguments may more than offset this. 
If 
they are not perm itted to speak in public, 
or to speak w ithout interruption or insult, 
the country will know th at the condition 
of things at the South has not been mis­ 
represented. But in any case the Southern 
campaign should be made. 


THE FATE OF LIMA. 


Some doubt is thrown upon the state­ 
ment th at the Chileans were about to bom­ 
bard Lima. 
W e hope the first reports in 
this connection were unfounded, for cer­ 
tainly the alleged purpose of the Chilean 
Admiral was a barbarous and savage pur­ 
pose, and such a deed of wanton destruc­ 
tion and cruelty would have deserved the 
execration of the civilized world. 
If, how­ 
ever, the W ashington Government really 
desires to prevent such brutal and useless 
work it must exert itself more th in it has 
yet done to bring the war between Chile 
Peru to an end. 
It is evident th at both 
these peoples are fast approaching the 
stage of mere blind frenzy, and that if al­ 
lowed fairly to eliter upon it they will yet 
horrify the world with hideous tragedies 
which may now be prevented by the exer­ 
cise of a little firmness. 


Unless steel shall in the not remote 
future replace iron very generally for the 
current use of thelast-named metal, it will 
puzzle most people to know what is to be­ 
come of the continually increasing output 
of steel. 
The capacity of the steel works 
of the world at the present time is figured 
at about 3,000,000 tons per year. 
The 
Bessemer works of the U nited Kingdom, 
with 120 converters, contribute to this 
total from 750,000 to 800,000 to n s; the 
United States, with probably half as many 
converters, but much superior plant and 
management, produce 750,000 tons more. 
Germany has lately greatly increased her 
capacity for steel production, and at pres­ 
ent can produce 
about 500,000 to n s; 
France produces 275,000; Belgium, 150,­ 
0 0 0 ; Austria, 250,000, and Sweden and 
Russia, about 150,000

O a k la n d , July 30th.—The preliminary 
examination of Edward F. Schroder, charged 
with the murder of Dr. Alfred Lefevre, was 
resumed before Judge Yule in the Police 
Court this morning. 
Rev. Dr. Stebbins and 
Mr. Follansbee were present with the de­ 
fendant. The Court-room was crowded with 
spectators. 


CHAKLE3 D. HAVENS’ TESTIMONY. 
Charles D. Havens, a stockbroker of San 
Francisco residing in Oakland, was called by 
the defense : I have known Mr. Schroder for 
about three years, and have seen him almost 
every day. 
He was always very bright and 
cheerful up to the 12’.h day of June last. 
Subsequent to that time he seemed to have 
met with some great sorrow that I could not 
find out. 
He has been very much (rejected 
since that time. 
I used to see him almost 
every day. 
One night, about three weeks 
ago, I met him at Haimifiu’s saloon, 
I told 
him something was the matter, and asked 
him what it was. 
He said, “ God, if I could 
only tell you.” I went home with him and 
we afterward walked the street at Iris sugges­ 
tion. 
I have seen him every day or so since. 
He was always an intimate friend of mine. 
I noticed from his manner and bearing that 
he was in trouble before he spoke of 
it. 
I cannot be sure about the time 
that I noticed his dejection, but it was 
about the 12th of June. 
He seemed broken 
down all at once. 
I have never seen him 
since the first lime I noticed his dejection, 
cheerful and bright, like he formerly was. 
I 
saw him or. last Saturday ou the boat going 
over to Alameda. He was the same as before 
the trouble commenced. A friend and myself 
shot at the shootiDg gallery and Mr. Schroder 
refused to shoot. 
I saw him on Monday last 
on the boat and walked with him up the street 
in San Francisco. 
He seemed in a worse 
condition than before. 
1 do not recollect any 
reference to his trouble that morning, but I 
think he spoke of some great sorrow. 
That 
was the la8t time I saw him previous to the 
shooting. 
Mr. Montgomery then began the cross­ 
examination. 
The defendant never told me 
what the trouble was. 
He appeared broken 
down and absolutely dejected, as though his 
mind were somewhere else. 
I have seen him 
since the shootiDg. 
He seems gloomy, but 
more composed in mind than he was before 
the shooting. 
TESTIMONY OF GUSTAVE FREDERICKS. 
Gustave Fredericks, an accountant in the 
London and San Francisco Bank, was next 
called. 
He testified : I have charge of the 
outside office and of the employes there. 
I 
have known the defendant since 1872. 
He 
was assistant note teller at that time. 
Since 
that time he was promoted to bookkeeper, 
then to receiving teller, then to exchange 
teller. 
I have seen him almost every day 
since that day. Prior to the 12th of June, or 
thereabouts, he appeared to me to be very 
cheerful, open-hearted and social. 
On June 
11th he had a conversation with me about 
his leave of absence, which is left to me to 
decide. I permitted him to leave on June 
15th to June 28th. On the 12th of June, be­ 
fore the bank was opened, he came in, but 
did not go through the passage where the 
clerks usually come. 
He went directly into 
the manager’s office, where I met him. 
I 
saw that he was agitated and that some­ 
thing 
had 
happened. 
He 
said 
that 
he 
was 
unfit 
for 
work, 
and 
must 
leave, 
even 
if 
he 
lost 
his 
posi­ 
tion. 
He 
wanted to take his 
holiday 
then, to which I did not object, though I 
should in other circumatauces. He left. 
I 
asked Mr. Kuight, one of our clerks, to see 
Mr. Schroder that night or the next Sunday 
and to tell him to be at the bank on Mon­ 
day, which was collection day, on which all 
clerks are expected to be present about noon 
time. 
On Monday morning at the usual 
hour he appeared at the bank. 
From what 
I had seen on the Saturday before, I made 
it my duty to keep an eye on him, fearing 
that something might happen which would 
interfere with his position or injure the 
bank. 
I think he left about 1 o’clock that 
day. 
At noon time he came to me, and in 
tears confessed that he had been greatly 
troubled, and if it were not for his family he 
might do differently than he was doing at 
that time, referring to his position. 
He 
seemed to be indifferent whether he lost his 
position or not. 
On Saturday moruing he 
was pale and agitated, and staggered, look­ 
ing as though he was a man that had not 
slept for 
nights. 
Hie 
condition 
did 
not seem to be the result of drinking. 
When he came in Monday he was cooler, but 
bis mind was depressed, and there was a 
gloom over him which I have seldom aeeu in 
a man. H e has always been a good clerk, 
and he was willing to do anything on that 
day. 
Since that time—between the 12th of 
.June and the day of the shooting—he asked 
me to give him as much work as possible. 
Once I sent him. to the Pacific Nfail Steam­ 
ship Company. When he came back I asked 
him if he noticed any one going off on the 
steamer to which I sent him. 
He said he 
had not noticed anything particularly. 
One 
day since, I think the 9th of July, Dr. Steb­ 
bins came to the hank. 
The doctor had 
asked the manager for a leave cf absence for 
Schroder, and then he asked me for permis­ 
sion, which I gladly gave. 
I told Dr. Steb­ 
bins that I was afraid, if he remained in his 
then state of mind, he would lose his posi­ 
tion. 
Counsel asked the witness if, from his ob­ 
servation, he thought Schroder would? lose his 
position ? 
Mr. Montgomery objected, on the ground 
that it was not evidence and immaterial; 
that the facts of the case should be laid be­ 
fore the Court, and not the observations of a 
witness. 
Air. Cohen replied that the testimony was 
most material. The witness, as the superior 
officer of Schroder, was in constant contact 
with him, and his observations would lie ma­ 
terial ; in fact, it was the best evidence. 
District Attorney Gibson said the state of 
the man’s mind was an effect, and unlesB the 
witness was an expert he could not testify to 
the effect of actions produced on the defend­ 
ant’s. 
The conduct and deportment of the 
defendant is testimony, and the expert can 
decide the condition. 
It is for your honor to 
decide the effect on the mind. The condition 
of the defendant, his manner and appearance, 
his actions may be introduced. - 
The Court said that in the Toombs will 
case the Supreme Court decided that the tes­ 
timony of a Father who gave the sacrament 
at the moment of dissolution concerning the 
condition of the mind of the deceased should 
be received. 
It seems that the case of the 
witness here is a similar one. _ 
Mr. Montgomery remarked that the priest 
wss an expert, and his testimony could be 
received. 
Mr. Foote held that the witness was as 
capable of observing the condition of the 
defendant as a Catholic priest of the man 
who desired the communion administered. 
The objection w as overruled and the reply 
w as, “ Decidely so.” 
The cross-examination then began. After 
the vacation of Schroder, he returned ou 
June 28th. I was told he went on the over­ 
land train. He asked me to give him all the 
work I could, as he wished to occupy his 
mind. 
He did his work well until he left us. 
He was away, I think, from the 9th of July 
to the 19th. He left on {Monday, the 26th 
instant, about 4 o’clock in the afternoon. He 
had sufficient intelligence to transact his busi­ 
ness at the bank. About two years ago I 
think he was in trouble about stocks. 
1 do 
not know if the present trouble was about 
stocks. 
Re-direct examination : When I spoke of 
attending to his duties cheerfully, I meant 
that he was always willing to do as he was 
told. He was not cheerful in manner. The 
accounts of Air. Schroder are all correct, as 
far as the books show. 
I know nothing 
about his stock account; that is his private 
business. 
I do not know if he has had any 
tronble about stocks recently. 
TESTIMONY or WILLIAM MACKINTOSH. 
William Mackintosh, a stockbroker, testi­ 
fied that he has known defendant for about 
eight years. 
I first knew him in the London 
and San Francisco Bank, where we both 
were employed. I was in the bank about 
four years with him. I have sean him very 
often since, both in and out of fne bank. 1 
have been hunting and fishing with him. 
Mr, Shroder was always of a very cheerful 


disposition—-a good, straightforward honest 
man. 
But since June 14th, the first time I 
had seen him for several days, I noticed a 
great change. 
I asked him what was the 
matter. He did not say much, and spoke of 
being in great tronble. 
He came outside 
and asked me to take a drink, which was 
something very unusual with him. 
I re­ 
marked that it was a new thing for him, and 
he said, “ O, God, I wish I could get drunk.” 
I saw him the day of the shooting at the 
bank. 
I saw Air. Shroder standing at the 
counter leaning on it. 
He seemed very much 
depressed. I did not remain long in the bank. 
Cross-examined—Mr. Montgomery asked 
if witness knew whether the defendant was 
accustomed to deal in stocks. 
Mr. Coheu said he did not object to the 
question, but if the matter was opened up 
they would recall the last witness and probe 
the matter to the bottom. 
The Court said he did not see that it was 
material. 
It made no difference what was 
the cause of the condition of Schroder’s miud. 
There was d o evidence t o show that there 
actually were improper relations between Dr. 
Lefevre and Mrs. Schroder. 
All the Coiirt 
would consider would be the condition of the 
defendant’s mind. 
, 
TESTIMONY OF O. C. PRATT. 
G. C. Pratt, a mining secretary and a resi­ 
dent of Oaklaud, testified that be had known 
the defendant intimately. 
He had known 
him for about four years. 
He testified to the 
former cheerfulness of the defendant, and his 
morose condition since the 12th of J une, or 
thereabouts. 


TESTIMONY OF FRANK 8. JOHNSON. 
Frank S. Johnson, an employe of William 
T. Coleman & Co., and also living in Oak­ 
land, testified that Schroder was social and 
had an exuberance of animal spirits. 
Of late 
—siuce some time in June—a marked chaDge 
was observed. 
^ 


TESTIMONY OF ALLAN KNIGHT. 
Allan Knight testified that he had been in 
the London and San Francisco Bank for about 
nine years. 
He has been Assistant Exchange 
Teller uuder Mr. Schroder between four and 
six years. 
I knew Mr. Schroder intimately 
in and out of the bank. 
I live in Oakland 
and often see him on the boat. Up to the 12th 
of June, or thereabouts, he was always good- 
natured and cheerful. 
He has seemed very 
much depressed and blue since that time. 
I 
first noticed the change on the Monday fol­ 
lowing the Sunday on which Mr. Fredericks 
sent me to tell him to come over on Monday 
—collection day. 
I saw him on the boat that 
morning. 
He seemed very much depressed, 
and avoided his associates on the boat and 
walked to the office alone. 
He continued 
in the same condition until he left. He seemed 
to have no heart for his work. He has not 
seemed inclined to be sociable at the bank. 
Ho often sat at his desk with his head iu his 
hands, buried in thought. 
He did his work 
mechanically. On the day of the shooting 
there was not much to do. 
He' seemed very 
much depressed, and walked from one end of 
the bank to the other with his hauds behind 
him. 
He left the bank at about a quarter 
past 3, and then returned and sat on his stool 
looking very blue. 
He seemed very nervous 
and troubled. 
He left, saying he was going 
home, between half-past 3 and a quarter to 4. 
The tremulous motion was only observable in 
the afternoon. 


TESTIMONY OF W. T. BARTON. 
W. T. Barton, Recording Secretary of the 
San Francisco Stock Exchange, testified that 
he had been a resident of Oakland to within 
ten months. 
He has known the defendant 
fop three or four years with some intimacy. 
Since about the middle of June he has been 
morose and uncommunicative, while before 
he was genial and sociable. 


TESTIMONY OF HOWARD H. SHINN. 
Howard H. Shinn, stockbroker, testified 
that he has known Air. Schroder for about 
two years. 
He was always cheerful, gener­ 
ous and social to on or about the 12th day of 
June. Shortly after 11 o’clock on the night 
after Schroder had returned from his vaca­ 
tion, witness met him with his wife on Four­ 
teenth street. 
Schroder asked him to go 
back to town and take a drink. A t the time 
his breath smelled of liquor. 
He told Schro­ 
der he had better go home, and walked home 
with him and his wife. Two evenings after 
witness called, and found Schroder depressed. 
Oa the morning that the shooting took place 
the witness sat opposite to Schroder in the 
car. 
He seemed indifferent to everything 
around him, and was very morose. 
The Court then adjourned to meet at half 
past 1 this afternoon. 
Counsel for the de­ 
fense are discussing whether or not to put 
Schroder on the stand. 


A fle rn c o n i cssio n . 
DR. STEBBINS RECALLED. 
O a k la n d , July 30th.—The Court recon­ 
vened at five minutes before 2 o’clock. 
Dr. Stebbins was recalled by the defense, 
and testified as follows : I was at Oakland 
between the 12th of June and before we went 
on our trip Beveral times. 
Yesterday I 
omitted some statements which I desire to 
make. 
Between the 5:h and the 9th of July 
—I can’t specify the day—I was at Shroder’s 
house with his family, dined with them, and 
noticed his despondency. 
As I left the fam­ 
ily I asked him to walk out with me. 
He 
was very much excited. My conversation 
with him was to assuage him. 
I told him he 
must learn to bear suffering. 
As we walked 
down Broadway we came to a cross Btreet. 
Suddenly he said, “ There’s that man,” and 
swittly left me. 
I did not know what to 
make of it. 
I went a ftw steps and stopped. 
He went out of my sight. He soon returned, 
saying it was not the man he thought it was. 
I asked who he thought it was. 
He said he 
thought it was Lefevre. 
I do not know if 
Schroder at that time was armed. 
Cross-examined—I don’t remember any ex­ 
pressions I told him at that time. He told me 
wr.en he returned that he had a pistol; did 
not say for what purpose he was armed. 
After he returned 1 endeavored to dissuade 
him from any such act as arms implied. 
I 
recited to him, repeating what I said Satur­ 
day, that the act must be kept to ourselves, 
and endured. 
He was in a great rage, and 
said he did not know how he could endure it, 
or what he should do. 
He promised to 
go home, and that he would not carry any 
arms. 
I have heard him say since that he 
was not armed. 
He told me before the 
homicide that he had carried the pistol 
back. 
He did not say when. Mr. Schroder 
said that on the first trip on his regular vaca­ 
tion he went to Napa. 
His wife was with 
him and hia children were at home. 
. 


BHBODER’s STORY. 
Edward F. Shroder was then placed on the 
stand. 
He said: 
I reside at 1164 Alice 
street. 
I was up to the 26th of this month 
Exchange and Bullion Teller of the London 
and San Francisco Bank. 
I entered the 
bank October 16, 1871. 
I was assistant note 
teller, then individual ledger teller. 
I was 
then receiving teller, and was then promoted 
to my present position. 
I was thirty years 
of age day before yesterday. 
I knew Dr. 
jjefevre, from having gone there with my 
wife, and on three occasions met him. On 
one Sunday morninR I visited him to treat a 
sore finger that I had. I t is probably a year 
ago. On the 11th of J une last I was at my 
accustomed position at the bank. 
I left 
home at the usual time—about ten minutes 
after 8. I returned about 9 o’clock—perhaps 
five minutes later—in the evening. 
I entered 
the 
house, 
and as I stepped into the 
hall I heard the door at the back of 
the house close. 
I 
hung 
up my 
hat 
and walked 
on. 
At 
the end of the 
hall I met my wife coming toward me. 
She 
put her arms around my neck and kissed me. 
I pushed her gently aside and went on to the 
dining-room, picked up a goblet from the ta­ 
ble and went to the kitchen to get a glass of 
water. 
I noticed that the gas was burning 
in the kitchen. 
I went back to the sitting- 
room and sat down. 
My wife sat down near 
me. 
I picked up an evening paper. I said 
after a few minutes, “ My dear, who was that 
who went out of the back door as I came in 
at the front ?” She said it was Sarah. I asked 
if she was sure. She said “ Yes.” I said 
nothing. 
I looked a t the paper perhaps five 
minutes before I spoke to her, or she to me. 
She divined my thoughts, and I said, “ My 
darling, that was not Sarah that went out.” 
I said I knew it was not, and why did not 
she tell me. 
She said, “ It was a man who 
came to see Sarah, and when you came in 
Sarah ran up stairs, and he ran out.” I said, 
“ My dear, for the first time in my life I am 
suspicious of you. 
WHO WAS THAT MAN 
She said a man who came to see Sarah. 
We 
then letired. I lay in bed, my mind full of 
conjectures, but with no thoughts of wrong. 
I asked her, “ Who came out of that room. 
It was no one who came to see Sarah. I t was 
one who came to see you.” She burst out in 
a flood of tears and said “ Yes.” I askedher 
who it was. She said, “ Don’t ask m e; I 
pray you don’t ask me.” I said that no one 
should come to see my wife without my 
knowledge. She said nothing, and still cried. 
1 again asked her who it was, and she said it 
was Dr. Lefevre. 
I said, “ Great God ! do 
you tell me that man has come into my house 
and I not here ?” I jumped from the bed 
and walked to and fro a few minutes, and 
walked np to the side of the bed where she 
was. 
I said, “ My wife, has that man 
•ver touched you!” She »aid “ No." I said, 


“ Do you tell me the truth ? ” I also said, “ 1 
want to believe you, but must I tell you I 
can’t. 
No married woman would let a man 
enter her house except for one purpose. 
Did 
he accomplish that purpose?” 
She said 
“ No.” I went to my children’s bed and 
said, “ My children, what has your mother 
done to us?” I then threw myself on the 
bed with my children, and wept tears of 
agony. 
I returned to my wife’s room and 
took her into the children’s room. 
I a-Yed 
her to tell me iu the presence of the children 
if she was untrue to them. 
She said, “ No." 
I went to the window. 
She came and knelt 
before me. 
I again asked her if she had 
wronged her children. 
She cried out, with 
a shriek of agouy, 


“ YE8! o n ! MY g o d !" 
I could n,ot believe what she said, and asked 
if she knew what she was saying. 
She said, 
' Yes.” 1 askod, “ When did this occur ? Un­ 
der myroof and with my children near?” She 
said, •' Yes.” W hat occurred between that 
and daylight I do not know. 
She a.-ked me 
to forgive her. 
I said no. 
I asked her if she 
knew he had deprived me of my all in this 
world. 
I recalled to her how she know how 
I loved her. how I had never given her oc­ 
casion to wrong me, how w. had been married 
for eigi.t years and she had vet to hear the 
first cross word. 
She said she knew it, and 
wbhed she might die. 
I walked the floor 
that night, and in the morning I dressed my­ 
self aud said I was going out. 
She asked me 
where I was going. 
1 said, “ To your 
lather.’ She said, “ Don’t tell him ; it will 
break his heart.” l u e u t to San Francisco, 
and went ta the bank, standing outside till 
the accountant came in. 
I told him that I 
wished to take my holiday, 
lie said, “ You 
can’t do that.” 1 said, “ I will, if I forfeit 
my position.” 
All right,” said he. 
I left 
him* and went to my father * h o u s e , 
lie 
opened the door, and expressed surprise at 
seeing me. 
I must have looked agitated, 
and he said, “ My son, what is the matter ?” 
We weut into a room and I told him what 
1 had learned during the night. 
He begged 
me to be calm, and asked uie how 1 bad 
learned it, and who the man was. 
I told 
him. 
He a-ked me where my wife was. 
I 
said, “ At home.” He said that he would 
go home with me. 
During the relatiori of this terrible recital 
Üje witness wept bitterly, aud at times raised 
ms hands iu agony. 
Schroder continued : Dr. Stebbins talked 
with me about the matter, and asked me 
what 1 should do. 
I said I did uot know. 
He said, “ We must bear it. 
We must bury 
it deep down among ourselves.” 
We came 
home and walked into the house. 
Aly wife 
came to the head of the stairs and I said, 
“ Aiinnie, your father wants to see you.” She 
came down and threw herself into his arms, 
crying bitterly. 
I left the room, and after­ 
wards returned. 
Her father asked her if 
what she had told me about Dr. Lefevre was 
true. 
She said “ Yes." He took us both 
into his arms and said, 
“ w e MUST FORGET IT. 
WE MUST BURY IT.” 
That 1, iu my love for her, must bear it. 
Aly wife came to me and sat down. 
¡She sat 
in my lap and put her arms about me, and 
atked me to forgive her, and asked if 1 loved 
her. 
I told her my love for her never ceased 
a moment. 
“ 1 do forgive you,” I said ; “ I 
will forgive you.” She walked to the door 
and called her father, and came in with her 
arms about him. She said, “ Pops, Edward 
has forgiven me.” He took us both iu his 
arms. We sat down, my wife sitting on my 
knee. 
He a.-kec me if I had («rid Lefevre 
any money. 
1 said, “ After what he has done 
to me. I don’t propose to pay the man who 
has dishonored my home;” 1 said that per­ 
haps I had better pay him, as he might at­ 
tempt to face the matter down and present a 
bill, which I should refuse to pay. 
He might 
sue me, and I shdbld be compelled to show 
cause why I did not pay him. 
Her father 
suggested that we go to the office and de­ 
mand a bill. 
THE VISIT TO LEFEVRE. 
We went there, and the Doctor came into 
the room. I looked at him in amazement—the 
uian who had entered my house aud pol­ 
luted my home. Lefevre looked in the books, 
and I looked over his shoulder. 
He looked 
at what he pretended was my account. 
It 
had one item of $10 and no more. 
I said, 
“ Find that account.” 1 saw that he kept no 
account—that he simply kept my wife going 
there to inveigle her. 
He kept looking at 
the book and at another book. 
I took the 
book and slammed it down. 
Aly father 
told me to write a receipt. 
I did so. 
1 
said to him, “ Sign that,'” and he did so 
without hesitation. 
He made no reply to 
anything I said when I took the receipt. 
I 
picked it up and looked at him, and he stood 
cowed down. 
I said, “ Are you the man 
that left 1161 Alice street at 9 o’clock last 
evening?” 
He 
hesitated, 
and I said, 
“ Answer me.” He replied, “ No." I theu 
said, 
“ YOU ARE A LIAR ” 
1 told him, “ If you ever dare to speak to 
my wife, or even look at her or me, or at my 
family, I will blow your head off. 
If I ever 
see you in the neighborhood of my house I 
will kill you.” After leaving there I weDt 
to my house with Dr. Stebbins. 
Dr. Steb- 
bins did not give me any reason for keeping 
the matter quiet. 
I knew myself what it 
was, because I could not bear to have the 
worid know of my disgrace, my wife’s shame, 
my home’s pollution and my children’s dis­ 
honor. 
I next saw Dr. Stebbins on Sunday 
morning at church, my wife being with me. 
We saw the Doctor after the service and 
talked with him. 
My wife and 1 then came 
home.

M. C ailleret, a French telegrapher, is re­ 
ported to have di -covered a new m ethod of 
ro tatin g th e electro-m agnetic gyroscope 
w ith any induction coil. 
H e employs the 
th in wire as an inductor, and th e thick one 
for sending the induction cu rren t to the 
coil. 
R ailroad extension is still going briskly 
forw ard. 
T he Railroad Gazette for the 
week ending Ju iy 9th reported the building 
of 2 190 m iles cf new railroad during the 
present year. T his is a gain of 100 per cent, 
on th e figures cf th e same period of 1879, 
and of about 200 per cent, cu the figures 
of th e years 1878 and 1877. 
Captain C harles E. Bridge of New Y ork 
lias p.roposed a modification of th e U nited 
S tates Signal Code, employing th e sounds 
of a w histle in th e place of the sight signals 
by flags or lights. 
The suggestion appears 
to be a very practical one, aud its adoption 
would enable conversation at sea by sound 
to lie carried on, th e ordinary alphabet be­ 
ing tran sm itted and received letter by 
letter. 
The plan proposed is much sim pler 
than flag signals, a t present used, and is 
capable of far greater usefulness. 
Professor P o rt lately called the attention 
of th e French Academ y to th e vital im ­ 
portance of perseverance in efforts to resus­ 
citate th e apparently drow ned. H e asserted 
th a t he ha<i restored to life a child, by 
persisting in artificial respiration for four 
hours, comm encing three hours aud a half 
after appareat death. 
A nother case is 
m entioned, w here an apparently drowned 
person was restored to life after four hours 
of artificial respiration, begun an hour after 
tho p atient was taken from the w ater. 
Such experiences are surprising, and th eir 
presentation especially tim ely a t this sea­ 
son, w hen drow ning accidents are m ost 
liable to occur. 
An earnest effort will be made to induce 
th e n ext Legislature of Pennsylvania to 
adopt a uniform and rational system gov­ 
erning th e vexatious subject of expert tes­ 
tim ony, th e need of w hich we referred to 
some weeks ago.

The Stevens In stitu te professors ci,n . 
elude an elaborate paper in Fan N ottraniTs 
m a t i n e fnp J u ly oa “ Measurements of 


an incandescent caper Carbon HorsesnOe 
Lamp, C onstructed by T. A. E dison,"w ith 
the following not very encouraging sen­ 
tence : “ W hen we rem em ber th a t w ith 
th e arc-light there has been obtained from 
1,200 to 1,800 candle [>ower [ter horse­ 
power of m echanical energy applied to the 
generator, it is evident tiia t Mr. Edison’s 
lamp, as now m ade, does not escape the 
enormous loss w hich has heretofore been 
encountered by all form s of incandescent 
lam ps.” 
The economic results obtained in 
th eir experim ents show th a t the lam p de­ 
veloped 120 candle-pow er per horse-poivtr 
of electric energy, which would he equiva­ 
lent to about 72 candle-pow er to each 
horse power of m echanical energy applied 
to the driving-pulicy of th e electric gen­ 
erator. 
Stanley is a t present on the Congo, w ith 
the view of opening up to commerce the 
heart of the A frican continent. 
H is expe­ 
dition is very strong, com prising tw enty 
w hite men of different nationalities, and 
about one hundred negroes of Zanzibar, 
Sierre Leone, and the Congo. 
.He has five 
sm all steam ers and a num lier of sm aller 
boats, w ith w hich he has taken his party 
and supplies up th e river as far as the first 
of th e series of th irty -tw o falls on the 
river. 
From this point the task of cutting 
a road through th e w ild coast range of 
m ountains has been begun, when th e Imats 
and supplies will be transported overland 
p ast these obstructions to navigation, and 
then the great river and its tributariea will 
be navigable to tho very heart of Africa. 
This expedition prom ises to be the m ost 
im portant undertaking in its practical re­ 
sulta th a t lias ever been attem pted in A fri­ 
can exploration. 
For separating brass-and copper turnings 
from those of iron and steel, tw o Germ an 
inventors, nam ed Breuer and Schum acher, 
are reported to have invented an ingenious 
m agnetic apparatus, of which th e principal 
features arc as follows : 
The m ixed filings 
or turnings fall on a revolving dome or 
cylinder, which is m agnetized, 
and to 
which, therefore, th e iron and steel jiarti- 
clea adhere, w hile th e copper and brass 
particles fall into a special reservoir pro­ 
vided for th e purpose. 
To m ake sure th a t 
no iron shall escape, tw o m agnetic cylin­ 
ders are provided, rotating in th e same 
direction, so th a t th e iren which escapes 
th e first shall be retained by th e second. 
The surface of the cylinder is form ed with 
flat bands of iron alternating w ith strips of 
copper, and each of the iron bands is in 
contact w ith a row of horseshoe m agnets. 
T he adhering iron and steel are autom at­ 
ically rem oved by th e use of revolving 
brushes. 


SAVED BY SHEER LUCK.

I had been up counting th e sheep, and 
left the h u t a t dark on m y road bome. The 
distance before me w as about sixteen miles. 
I rode along, m y m ind occupied w ith con­ 
jectures as to th e best disposal of m y sheep 
during the try in g drought. 
The road now 
turned down into th e river bed, and, pick­ 
ing his w ay th e best he could, m y horse 
cheerfully jogged on his hom ew ard path. 
The m ountains tow ered in shadow y gloom 
on eith er side above me as I rode along the 
side of th e river, w hich, although consid­ 
erably shrunk by reason of th e sum m er 
droughts, churned and foamed as its rapid 
current forced its way through the rock- 
barred channel. 
Occasionally th e track 
led through clum ps of river-oak saplings 
and bushes, em erging from which I could 
discover a hare patch of sand, aud beyond 
th a t shadow. 
M y horse knew th e road, 
however, and I cared not. 
H alf m y tim e 
was spent in sim ilar lonely rides, aud I was 
not nervous. 
I was getting m ightily hun­ 
gry, however, beside w hich th e mailman 
was expected a t the station, and I longed 
to read m y home letters. My horse’s shoes 
clattered against the stones as I stuck my 
spurs into his sides to urge him onw ard. 
A sudden turning in th e road showed me 
a num ber of sm all tires glowing ahead. B ut 
th a t th ey were stationary I bhould have 
been inclined to think them caused by fire­ 
flies. 
On my left there were more. 
The 
sudden turning of th e river had placed 
some in front aud some behind, and h ith er­ 
to th e thick groves of flooded oak had 
hidden them from my sight. 
On m y right 
frowned an overhanging crag. 
I drew my 
rein. 
Perhaps (for blacks often ch atter 
loudly in th eir camps) they had not heard 
me. I listened. N o ta sound, save th e ru sh ­ 
ing, rum bling river current. 
I t was, after 
all, perhaps, only th e rem ains of a bush- 
fire. 
Some of th e logs were still alight and 
the night air had fanned th e embers into a 
glow. 
Again I listened intently. If blacks 
really were in th e cam p they m ust have 
heard me coming ; no doubt they had b ar­ 
red th e way ahead and behind. The broken 
river channel forbade m y tru stin g to flight. 
W h at should I do ? 
N ot three m iles away 
lay poor Donnelly, th eir victim , in his cold 
grave of w et river sand. 
W hat was his 
fate th en m ight be m ine in a few m inutes. 
I determ ined to keep still and w ait for 
w hat m ight tu rn up. 
Presently I heard bnshes rustling some 
distance behind, and th e voice of a black 
fellow uttering, in th e strange tone in 
w hich th e w ild savage first pronounces 
English w ords, “ Baodgeree,” aud again, 
“ Boodgeree, w hite fellow ” (good, good 
w hite fellow .) 
The sound startled me. 
I 
drew m y pistol. 
Some of them should 
have daylight through them , I inw ardly 
vowed, if it came to a final struggle. Now 
I heard th eir low, rapid utterances, in va­ 
rious excited tones, in front, behind and 
above me— the w ords “ w hite fellow ” being 
repeated 
often. 
Escape was 
hopeless. 
There was one chance for life in the incon­ 
sistency of th eir behavior. I determ ined to 
p ut a bold face on the m atter, appear a t 
home, laugh and talk w ith them , and, if 
th e w orst came, sell m y life as dearly as 
possible. 
Accordingly, I shouted, “ H e y ! 
Come on boodgeree you, my boys, come 
along ! ” and a great deal more nonsensical 
talk, w hich they could not have under­ 
stood, b u t w hich served as well as any­ 
th in g else to show th e confidence which I 
tried to gull them into believing I y e t 
possessed. 
T he effect was magical. 
A 
sim ultaneous shout came from those near­ 
est. 
A ll around in fifty different places as 
m any voices broke into an unintelligible 
jargon, while from th e cam p th e noise of 
wom en’s voices could be heard a3 they 
shrilly inquired w hat was going on, and 
tendered advice or adm onition. 
K now ing how useless it was to do any­ 
thing else I sat still on m y horse, and in a 
few m inutes was surrounded by a dense 
crow d of dark, savage-eyed wild men, all 
fully arm ed w ith native weapons. 
M ore 
kept coming. 
There was a [ierfect Babel 
of sounds. 
The gloom was so great th a t I 
could only distinguish th e dark, moving 
figures and the long spears, or occasionally 
the glint cf a pair of tierce, glitterin g eyes 
shining out of a paint-bedaubed visage. 
Now they felt me all over. 
On feeling tho 
pistol, w hich I had returned to m y belt, 
the man who discovered it said som ething 
to the others, who became still m ore ex­ 
cited.

Aud now, for the first tim e, I 
could see the faces of my captors ; and wild 
anddevil-like they looked as t ’neirfires threw 
th eir light across them .

A tall m an, looking a t me 
earnestly for some m inutes, now cem m enced 
an anim ated harangue ; pointed to me sev­ 
eral times, then pointing up tho river im i­ 
tated the sound of a gun being fired, pointed 
to himself, and finished by addressing me 
rapidly a t great length. 
From his m anner 
I guested he was friendly to me for some 
cause or other, why I cenld not m ake out, 
bu t I determ ined to take advantage of the 
tu rn in m y favor. M y tall friend now mado 
signs th a t I should d ism o u n t; th is I did at 
once. 
I had made up my m ind to trugt my 
protector im plicitly, and at any rate not to 
show fear. 
I was by no m eans easy, how­ 
ever, as my sable friend led me through the 
the scattered fires, surround?»! by a num ­ 
ber of b’acks, who, as far as I OORld guess, 
seemed to coincide in big yiews regarding 
me.

The only word of English lie knew was ; 
“ w hite fellow ." 
T his he repeated m any 
times. 
Som etim es he pointed to me, 
th en to himself, patted his 
breast and

ta n t camp, and shake his hcail and frown. 
Som etin.es ho pointed to himself, im itated 
the sound of a shot, pointed to m y pistol, 
then up th e river, then again to me, 
looking eagerly a t me to see w hether I 
com prehended him or nut. 
I knew not 
w hat he m eant, b a t I feigneil to under­ 
stand him, and 
nodded, sm iled, 
patted 
him, and repeated tho word “ boodgeree”

three 
tim es. 
Ho 
a t 
once 
caught up the word and pronounceil it dis­ 
tinctly, and seemed much pleased. 
Things 
now seemed on a m uch m ore satisfactory 
footing. 
My entertainer produced some 
black-looking has gar on m eat, w hich he 
warm ed on the hot ashes ; tnen tearing off 
a piece w ith his strong teeth, he offered it 
to me. 
K now ing how necessary it was to 
keep up the term s of friendship, I accepted 
it much cordiality, and, though alm ost 
sick, m anaged to eat a portion of the d irty - 
looking food. 
A drink of 
honey and 
w ater was now offered me in a coolenian, 
which I aiso politely accepted. 
A fter the 
repast a num ber of aboriginals from the 
neighboring fires gathered around me, and 
from th eir language seemed to be m aking 
fan of me. 
One fellow especially seemed 
a great wit. 
The slightest word of his 
sufficed to set th e others in a roar of laugh­ 
ter. 
S till it all seemed to be of a good- 
hum ored nature. 
Presently m y tall acquaintance, pointing 
over to th e other camp, m ade sigDS th a t 
th ere was a oorroborree to he danced. 
I 
understood, and nodded. 
Then he gave 
me to understand th a t he and I would go 
together. 
To this I also assented. 
Soon 
after th is a long, clear cry arose from the 
other cam p, like pir-r-r-r-r-r-r. 
A general 
m ovem ent now took place am ong th e men 
and women of the cam p in w hich I was. 
They gathered in a body, each one covered 
from head to foot in a ’possum-skin cloak. 
I arose w ith my host, who bestowed on me 
a cloak, and wo took our places a little on 
one aide of the rest. 
A nother signal arose 
from th e d istan t camp, and, as if in obe­ 
dience to it, m y neighbors commenced to 
m arch slowly forw ard tow ard whence the 


sound proceeded. 
Slowly, silently, sol­ 
em nly th ey m arched, th eir bodies bent al­ 
m ost double, w hich position m y friend signed 
me to observe. 
T here was som ething very 
unearthly in th e phantom -like procession. 
T he dusky, indistinct, muffled forms glid­ 
ing noiselessly forw ard through th e m id­ 
night woods, som etim es entirely lost in th e 
shade of a large tree, and again emerging, 
to be lost again.

life only spared before th a t it m ig h t'b e 
sacrificed now ? 
M y blood began to curdle 
and m y flesh to creep. 
I thought of fly­ 
ing, forgetting for the m om ent ihe u tte r 
im possibility of getting away- from the 
nimble-footed, sharp-eyed savages. 
My 
tall friend, however, seemed to divine my 
intentions, for he pattod m y breast, then 
Íminted to him self assuringly, then to the 
arge cam p of natives w hich we were near­ 
ing, and shook his head, spitting w ith 
apparent disgust, and once more patted 
him self and me. 
I could not exactly tell 
w hat he was driving at, bu t it seemed to 
indicate friendly intentions tow ard myself, 
and th a t tho o th er cam p was occupied by a 
hostile tribe. 
This I afterw ard learned was 
the case. 
W e had approached w ithin 
about a dozen yards of th e dim tires tow ard 
which we had been m aking our way, when 
a sim ilar Bignal to th a t already given was 
uttered, by some one iu th e other camp.

anxious to find buyers yet. 
Cash advances they 
easily get, warehouses are plentiful, and interest 
falling. 
There will be over 800,000 tons surplus, 
however, and not sufficient tonnage, which, with 
wheat at $1 6(1 per cental, makes the situation one 
not pleasing to the grain-grower, especially as Eng 
lish orders are only about 43s per quarter.

“ We think this year’s ex;>erienco will satisfy all In­ 
telligent farm ers that the day has' passed for raiding 
ordinary Barley for feed purposes.

N ew Y oke, July 30;h.—The following is 
General Hancock’s letter of acceptance: 
G o v e rn o r's Iblajto, 
N ew Y o rk C ity, Ju ly 29, 1880. 
Gentlemen : I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of July 13, 1830, apprising me 
formally of m y nomination to the office of Pres­ 
ident of the’ United 
States by 
the National 
Democratic Convention lately #assembled in Cin­ 
cinnati 
1 
accept 
th e 
nomination 
w ith 
a 
grateful apprecia ion of the confidence reposed 
in me. The principles enum erated by the Conven­ 
tion are those I have cherished in the past, and shall 
endeavor to m aintain in the fu u re . The thirteenth, 
fourteenth and fifteenth am endm ents to the Consti­ 
tution of the United States, embodying the result 
of the war for the Union, are inviolable. 
If called 
to the Presidency, 1 should deem it my duty to re­ 
sist with all my power any attem pt to im pair or 
evade the full force and effect of the Constitution, 
which in every article, section and amendment is 
the supreme law of the land. 
The Constitution 
forms the basis of the Government of the United 
States. 
1 he powers granted by it to the legislative, 
executive and judicial departm ents define aud lim it 
the authority of the General Government. 
Powers 
not delegated to the United States by the Constitu­ 
tion, nor prohibited by it to the States, belong to 
the 
States 
respectively, 
or 
to 
the people. 
The 
General 
and 
State 
Governments, 
each 
acting in its own sphere, 
w ithout 
trenching 
upon the 
lawful 
jurisdiction 
of 
the othyr, 
constitute the Union. 
This Union, comprising a 
general governm ent, w ith general powers, and State 
governm ents Kith State powers for purposes local 
to States is a polity, the foundations of which were 
laid in the profounde«t wisdom. 
This is the Union 
our fathers made, and which has been so respected 
abroad and so beneficent at home. 
Tried by blood 
aud fire, it stands to-day a m<Klel form of free 
popular governm ent — a political system which, 
rightly adm inistered, has been and will continue to 
be the adm iration of the world. 
May we not s.y, 
nearly in the words of W ashington, “ The unity of 
a governm ent which 
constitutes one people is 
justly dear 
to us.” 
It is the pillar in the 
edifice 
of our 
real 
independence, 
the 
sup­ 
port of our peace, safety and prosperity, and 
of that liberty we so highly prize and intend at ev­ 
ery hazard to preserve ; hut no form of govern­ 
m ent, however carefully devised, no principles, 
however sound, will protect the rights of the people 
unless the adm inistration is faithful and efficient. 
It is a vital principle in pur system th at neither 
fraud nor force m ust be allowed to subvert the 
rights of the people. 
When fraud, violence or in- 
comj»ctence control, the noblest constitutions and 
wisest laws are useless. The bayonet is not a fit in­ 
strum ent for collecting the votes of free men. 
It is 
oulj by a full vote, free ballot and fair count th at the 
people can rule. 
It fact, as required by the theory 
of our Government, take this foundation awav and 
the whole structure falls. 
Public office is a trust, 
not a bounty, be-towed upon the holder. 
No in 
e m pcteut or dishonest persons should ever be 
intrusted with it, or appointed. 
The}’ should 
promptly be ejected. 
O ur m aterial interests, varied 
and progressive, demand our constant and united 
efforts 
sedulous and scrupulous care of the public 
ere lit, together with a wise and economical manage­ 
m ent of our government expenditures should lie 
m aintained, in order th at labor may be lightly bur­ 
dened aud th at all persons may be protected iu 
their lights to the fruits of their industry. 
The 
tim e has come to enjoy the substantial bene­ 
fits ot reconciliation us one j>c*’|>lc. 
We have 
common interests. 
Let us encourage harm ony and 
generous rivalry among our own industries, which 
will revive our languishing m erchant marine, ex­ 
tend our commerce with foreign nations, assist o r 
m erchants, manufacturers aud producers to de­ 
velop our vast natural resources, and increase the 
happiness and prosperity »>f «,ur people. 
li elected, 
I shall, with Divine favor, labor with what ability I. 
possess to discharge my duties with fidelity accord­ 
ing to my convictions, and shall take care to protect 
and defend the Union, and to see that the laws be 
faithfully and equally executed in all parts of the 
country alike. 
I will assume the responsibility, 
fully sensible of the fact th at to adm inister right the 
functious of the Government is to discharge the 
most sacred duty th at can devolve upon an Ameri­ 
can citizen.

ENGLISH ALSO ACCEPTS—HJb VIEWS IN EX­ 
TENSO. 
ISDiANAroLis, July 30th. — Following is 
Hon. Win. H. English’s letter of acceptance, 
addressed to Hon. John W . Stevenson, Pres­ 
ident of the Convention, Hon. John H. 
Stockton, Chairman, and other members of 
the Committee on Notification : 
I ndian-a polls, July 30,1880. 
G entlem en: I have now the honor to reply to 
your letter of the 13th instant, informing me that I 
was unanimously nominated for the office of Vice­ 
President of the United States by the Convention 
which assembled at Cincinnati. 
As foreshadowed 
in the verbal remarks made by me at the time, after 
the delivery of your letter. I have now to say that 
I accept the high trust with a realizing sense of i»9 
responsibility, and 1 am profoundly grateful for the 
honor conferred. 
I accept the nomination upon the 
platform of principles adopted by t he Convention, 
which I cordially approve, and I accept it quite 
an much because of my faith in the wisdom 
aud patriotism of the great .statesman aud soldier 
nominated on the same ticket for President of the 
United States 
His em inent services to his country; 
his fidelity to the Constitution, the Union and the 
law s; his clear perception of the correct principles 
of 
lotu 
tion to tne civil authorities; his high r*gart for 
civil liberty, personal right and the rights of prop­ 
erty ; his acknowledged ability in civil as well as 
m ilitary affairs, and his pure and blameless life—all 
l>oint to him as a man worthy of the confidence < f 
the people. Not only a brave soldier, a great 
commander, 
a 
wise 
statesman 
and 
a 
pure 
patriot, 
but 
a 
prudent, 
painstaking, 
prac­ 
tical 
man 
of 
unquestioned 
honesty, trusted 
often with im portant public duties, faithful to every 
trust, and in the full meridian of ripe and vigorous 
manhood, he is in my Judgm ent eminent!}’ fitted for 
the highest office on earth—the Presidency of the 
United States. 
Not only is he the right man for 
the place, but the time has come when the best in­ 
terests of the country require that the party which 
has monopolized the Executive D epartm ent of the 
General Government for the last twenty years should 
be retired. 
The continuance of th at party in power 
four years longer would no t be beneficial to the re­ 
public, or in accordance with the spirit <»f our re­ 
publican institutions. The law of entail has not 
l*ceu favored in our system of government. 
The 
perpetuation of property or place in one family or 
set of men has never been encouraged in this coun­ 
try, and the great and g >od men who founded our 
republican governm ent and its traditions wisely 
limited the tenure of office, and in many ways 
showed their disapproval of long leaflet of power. 
Twenty years of continuous power is long enough, 
and has already led to irregularities and corruptions 
which are not likely to be properly exposed under 
the « m e party th at perpetrated them. 
Besides, it 
should not he forgotten that the last four years of 
power held by that party were procured by discred­ 
itable means, and held in defiance of the wishes of a 
m ajority of the j»eop!e. 
It was a grievous wrong to 
every voter, and to our system of self-government, 
w hich should never be forgotten or forgive ». 
Many 
of the men now in office w ire put there because f 
their corrupt partisan services in tlm s defeating the 
fairly and legally expressed will of the majority, 
and the hypocrisy of the professions of that 
party 
in favor 
of 
civil 
service 
reform 
is 
shown by placing such men in office and turning a 
brood of Federal office-holders kuse t > influence 
elections. 
The money of the people, token out of 
the public treasury by these men for services often 
poorlv performed or not performed at all, is being 
used in v v t sums with the knowledge and presumed 
sanction of the Administration to control elections, 
and even members of the Cabinet are strolliug 
about the country making partisan speeches instead 
of being In their Departments at Washington dis­ 
charging the oublic duties for which they are paid 
by the |>eonle. 
But with all their cleverness and 
ability, a discriminating public will no doubt read 
bv the lines of their speeches that their para 
m ount hope and aim is to keen themselves or 
their satellites longer in office. 
The perpetuating 
of the power of these chronic Federal office seekers 
longer will not benefit the millions of men and 
women who do not hold office but earn the ir bread 
by honest indus*rv, which the same discerning pub­ 
lic will no doubt fully understand, os they W.ll also 
understand that it is because of their own industry 
and economy and God's bountiful harvest that th e 
country is comparatively prosperous, and not be­ 
cause of anything done by these federal office hold­ 
ers. 
The country is comparatively prosperous not 
because of them but in spite of them . 
This contest 
is, in fact, between a people endeavoring to regain 
political power which rightfully belongs to them, 
and to restore the pure, simple and economical 
constitution«1 government of their fathers on one 
side, and a hundred thou* and federal office-holders 
and their backers, pam¡>ered with place and power 
and determined to retain them at all hazards, 
on the other. 
Hence the constant assumption of 
new and dangerous powers by General Grant under 
the rule of the Republican party, the efforts to build 
jip w hat they cull a strong Governm ent,-the inter- 


luws; ms c:car perception 01 m e corree, principies 
of government as taught by Jefferson ; his scrupu 
lous care to keen the m ilitary in strivt subordina­ 
tion to the civil authorities; his high r*gar I for 


ference with home rule and with the adm inistra 
tion of Judges iu the Courts of several States, in­ 
terference with elect one through the medium of 
paid partisan Federal office-holders, interested in 
keeping their party in power, and caring more for 
that t han fairness iu elections. 
In fact, the con­ 
stant encroachments which have been made by that 
party upon the clearly reserved rights of the peo­ 
ple and the States will, if not checked, subvert 
the liberties 
of 
the 
people 
and 
a govern­ 
m ent 
of 
limited 
powers 
created 
by 
the 
fathers, 
and 
end 
in 
a 
great, consolidated, 
concentrated governm ent, strong indeed for evil 
and the overthrow of republican institutions. 
The 
wise men who form ed our Constitution knew the 
evil of strong governm ent and a long continuance 
of political power in the same hands. They knew 
there was a tendency in this direction in all govern­ 
m ents, and a consequent danger to republican insti­ 
tutions from th at cause, and took pain3 to g ^ ari 
against it. 
The m achinery of a strong centralized 
general governm ent can be U9ed to. perpetuate the 
some set of men in power, from term to term , 
until it ceases to be a republic, or is such only in 
name. 
The tendency’ of the party now in power 
is in th a t direction, as shown in various ways 
besides the willingness recently manifested 
by 
a large num ber of that party to elect a President 
an unlim ited num ber of term s Í9 quite apparent, 
and m ust satisfy thinking-people that the tim e has 
come when it will be safest and best for th at party 
to be retired. 
But in resisting the encroachments 
of the General Government upon the reserved rights 
of the people and States, 1 wish to be distinctly 
understood as f voting a proper exercise by the 
General Government of the powers rightfully be­ 
longing to it under the Constitution. 
Encroach­ 
ments upon the constitutional rights of the General 
Government, or interference w ith the proper ex­ 
ercise of its powers, m ust be carefuPy avoided. 
The 
Union 
of 
the States 
under the Con­ 
stitution m ust be m aintained, and it is known 
th at this has always been the position of bi»th the 
candidates 011 the Democratic Presidential ticket. 
It is acquiesced in every where, now, and finally and 
forever settled as one of the results of ihc war. 
It 
is certain beyond all question th at the legitimate 
results of the war for the Union will not be over­ 
thrown or impaired, should th e Democratic ticket 
be elected. 
In that event proper protection will be 
given, in every legitimate way, to every citizen, ua- 
tive or adopted, in every section of th e republic in 
the enjoym ent of all the rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution and its amendments. A sound cur­ 
rency of honest money, of a value and purchasing 
power corresponding substantially w ith the stand­ 
ard recognized by the commercial world, and con­ 
sisting <*f gold and silver and paper convertible into 
coin, will be m aiutained, th e labor and m anufactur­ 
ing, commercial and business interests of the coun­ 
try will be favored 
and 
encouraged in every 
legitimate way, the toiling of our people will be 
protected from the destructive competition of the 
Chinese, and to th at end their immigration to our 
shores will be properly restricted. 
Public credit 
will be scrupulously m aintained and strengthened 
by rigid economy in public expenditures, and the 
liberties of the people and property of the pe pile 
will te protected by a Government of law ond order, 
administered .-trictíy in the interests of all the people 
and not of corporations and privileged classes. I 
do not doubt the discrim inating justice of the people 
and their capacity for intelligent self government, 
and 
therefore 
do not 
doubt the success 
of 
the 
Democratic 
ticket. 
Its 
success 
would 
bury 
beyond 
resurrection 
the 
sectional 
jealousies anu hatred which have so long been the 
chief stock in trade of pestiferous demagogues, and 
in no other way can this be so effectually accom­ 
plished. 
It would restore harm ony and good feel­ 
ing between all sections, and make us in fact, as 
well as in name, one people. 
The only rivalry then 
would be in a race for the development of m aterial 
prosperity, the elevation of labor, the enlargem ent 
of human rights, the promotion of education, mo­ 
rality, religion, liberty, order, and all th at would 
tend to m ake us the foremost nation of the earth in 
th e grand march of hum an progress.

Philadelphia special says: The Republican 
State Committee held an important meeting 
at the Union Republican Club-rooms to-day.

He said : “ It is with great pleasure 
I see the wonderful unanimity that marks

• want to say to you that we shall have a vic- 
i tory that will equal our most sanguine expec­ 
tations.”
